The Aldermanic branch of the 
Municipal Assembly, acting under 
the spur of an “emergency mes- 
sage’ from Mayor Walker, voted 
yesterday such changes in the city 
charter as are necessary to increase 
the salaries of the Mayor, the Con- 
troller, the President of the Board 
of Aldermen and the five Borough 
«Presidents by sums ranging from 
$5,000 a year for the Borough Presi- 
cents to $15,000 for the Mayor. 
Then the Aldermen, catching the 
spirit of the occasion, began an in- 
formal movements to increase ma- 
terially their own salaries. 

The four scparate resolutions, all 
of which were introduced by Alder- 
man Frank A. Cunningham, chair- 
man of the Finance Committee of 
the Board of Aldermen, at the re- 
quest of Borough President George 
U. Harvey of Queens, were ‘adopted 
by sixty votes in the affirmative to 
one in the negative. The single neg- 
ative vote was cast by John -C. 
Hawkins, negro Republican from 
Harlem, 

Joseph Clark Baldwin 3d, who suc- 
ceeded... Representative Ruth, _B, 
Pratt in. the Fifteenth, Manhattan, 
Aldermanic District, and is slated to 
become minority leader of the board 
after Jan. 1, asked to be gecordea 
as present but not voting, .. 

Final Passage Tomorrow. 

Accompanied by a similar emer- 
gency message from the Mayor, the 
game resolutions will be presented 
and adopted tomorrow by the Board 
of Estimate branch of the Municipal 
Assembly, which body, sitting in ex- 
ecutive session in its capacity as the 
Committee on Local Laws, already 
has approved them. The measures 
then will require only the signature 
of the Mayor to become a local law, 
but his signing must be prefaced by 
a public hearing, which is expected 
to be perfunctory. There is little 
doubt that the local law will be ef- 
fective before the new city adminis- 
tration—new technically, though 
identical in personnel—assumes of- 
fice on New Year’s Day. 

The salary of the Mayor is in- 
creased from $25,000 to $40,000 a 
year; that of Controller Charles W. 
Berry from $25,000 to $35,000; that 
of Joseph V. McKee, President of the 
Board..of Aldermen, from..$15,000..to 
$25,000, and the salaries of all five 
of the Borough Presidents from $15,- 
000 to $20,000. 

Messeze Obviated Delay. 

The necessity for an emergency 
message from the Mayor was to 
make legal immediate action by the 
board. Without such a message the 
resolutions would, have had to lie 
upon the desks of members for at)’ 
least seven days before'a vote under 
the rules of the Municipal Assembly. 
There is also a question, upon which 
authorities differ, whether. .any 
board of a city administration has 
power to raise its own salariés dur- 
ing its. term of. office. Technically 
speaking, a new administration as- 
sumes office on Jan. 1, 1930, though, 
in go far as concerns the Board of 
Estimate, its personnel, outgoing and 
incoming, is identical. 

Hence the haste with which this 
local legislation is being put through. 
Its..prospective beneficiaries desire 
to avoid possible legal controversy.

Credits This to ‘Stock Taking’ 
in Police Dragnets—Cites 
Traffic Aids Put in Force. 





A year ago today Grover A. Whalen 
took over the administration of the 
New York Police Department and in 
an interview last night the commis- 
sioner outlined what he considers the 
major accomplishments of his admin- 
istration. 

Foremost on the list he placed the 
new Bureau of Crime Prevention, 
which is to begin its work on Jan. 1. 
Second, study and reorganization of 
the department, elimination of super- 


‘authority which had been vested in 


Inspector Valentine, and turning re- 
sponsibility back to each precinct 
captain. 

“The reorganization was thorough,” 
he said. ‘‘We began at the bottom 
and ‘worked up. We put the respon- 


sibility’ back where it belongs, with 


the captain of the precinct, and we 
divided the department into three 
eentral units, the precinct, the bor- 
otigh and the.city as a whole. In 
the detective division we did the 
same thing. It has resulted in a 
smooth-running organization headed 
by Chief Inspector John O’Brien 
and Deputy Chief Inspector Edward 
P. Mulrooney in charge of the De- 
tective Division. 

“IT chose men who had the ability 
to organize, In the old days a plain 
cop was thought to be good enough, 
but in these days, with a force of 
more than 2,000 men, real execu- 
tives are needed.’ 


Sees Criminals Driven Out. 


Talking over the “stock taking’ of 
the criminal element in the city by 
the use of wholesale arrest and the 
“dragnet system,’’ he said: 

‘‘Every business must take stock at 
regular intervals, Our stock in trade 
is‘ the criminal element. Through 
bringing the gangsters and other 
known criminals into headquarters 
we eliminated the criminal from New 
York. There are no hardened crimi- 
nals operating in New York today. 

“The crime we .have. now is of 
spontaneous origin and is done chief- 
ly by the youths of 17 and 18 years of 
age. ” 

The.commissioner then spoke of 
the improvement of: the morale of 
the department personnel. 

“‘Thavetried to inculcate into the 
hearts and minds of my men that 
merit and service are the only yard-

LINKS $350,000,000

A consolidation of independent steel 
interests in the Middle West by which 
a $350,000,000 company is created, 
ranking as ‘the third largest in the 
country, was announced yesterday in 
Cleveland and in New York. The 
merger, which was shaped by a pow- 
erful financial group headed by Cyrus 
$. Eaton, Cleveland capitalist, is 
built. around the Republic Iron and 
Steel Company and includes also the 
Central Alloy Steel Corporation, Don- 
ner Steel, Inc., and the Bourne-Fuller 
Company, as well as the subsidiaries 
of this group. 

Directors of the four companies 
which are to be combined approved 
the merger plan yesterday. Details 
of the amalgamation will be submit- 
ted shortly to. stockholders of the 
companies for ratification. These de- 
tails are now being worked out. 

The consolidated unit will be known 
as the Republic Steel Corporation 
and will be headed as chairman of 
the board by Tom M. Girdler, who 
recently resigned as president of the 
Jones & Laughlin Steel Corporation. 
Although the sponsors of the merger 
threw no light on this point, it is ex- 
pected that the companies will be 
brought together by exchanging their 
stock, on a basis yet to be announced, 
for stock in the new Republic Steel 
Corporation. The ratio of the ex- 
change will be fixed, it is assumed, 
by the relative values of the various 
properties as determined by engineer- 
ing appraisals. 

Even Larger Merger Seen. 


BE. T. McCleary, who will be presi- 
dent of the new company, <anounced 
the merger plan, which has been 
under negotiation for many months. 
A merger of mid-West steel inde- 
pendents, in one,form ‘or another, 
has been discussed, formally and in- 
formally, for several years. The 
present consolidation, about which 
Wall Street has had an inkling for 
several weeks, is believed to be the 
preliminary step in a merger of 
even larger scope. The Youngstown 
Sheet and Tube Company, the Jones 
& Laughlin Steel Corporation and 
other large companies may fit into 
the picture later, according to views 
held in Wall Street. Eventually, if 
the plans of Mr. Eaton and associ- 
ates work out, the scope of the 
merger will be so enlarged as to 
bring into existence a company that 
will rival or exceed in size the Beth- 
lehem Steel Corporation, which now 
is the second largest, steel enterprise 
in the country, ranking next to the 
United States. Steel Corporation.

Fog rolling into the harbor shortly 
after 6 A. M. yesterday, accompanied 
by. a. rising: temperature . and» fine 
rain, delayed shipping and disrupted 
ferry services to Brooklyn and Stat- 
en Island, 

A thousand’ - storm-tired passengers 
were delayed on five incoming liners 
and another 600, tourists, ‘bound for 
the South, were held in port on two 
more. 

Five of the seven delayed vessels 
anchored for the. night at various 
points between Sandy Hook and the 
Battery, and ata late hour there 
was no sign of the fog lifting. 

The Tivives of the United Fruit 
Line from the West Indies managed 
to creep through the fog to her pier 
at the. foot of. Fulton Street, East 
River, shortly after 2 P. M., and was 
followed by the Orizaba of the Ward 
Line, which landed her passengers 
at the foot of Wall, Street, 

The Cunarder Carinthia from 
Southampton, due to leave today for 
a cruise to the West Indies, reached 
Quarantine at 6:30 A. M., and left at 
8:30. She was compelled to anchor 
after creeping along for a few hun- 
dred feet and at a late hour last 
night was still in the bay with her 

passengers on board. The An- 
pe liner eretitia with 181 passen- 
gersefrom Glasgow was anchored 
near by. 

The Holland America liner Staten- 
dam from Rotterdam came up later 
in the afterndon with 500 passengers 
and also had to anchor in the fog 
which at that time was so thick that 
the ee oe and pilots said they 
could not see a ship’s length ahead. 

The Hamburg eager sh liner Re- 
liance, due to sail at 11 A. M. for 
the West Indies with 300 tourists 


and the Resolute of the same com- 
pany, also bound south with 300 pas- 
sengers, were delayed at their piers 
until 3 P. M., when they started 
slowly down the river and got as 
far as Robbins Reef, where they 
anchored for the night.

The Long Island Sound steamboats 
from New England points reached 
their piers on time. 

The municipal fetryboat William 
Collins, with. thirty-five passengers 
and a score of motor trucks aboard, 
left her pier at East Ninety-second 
Street at 7 o’clock last night bound 
for Astoria.

LITTLE HOPE FOR OTHERS 





Rescuers Push on Desperately 
Amid Debris and Fumes as 
Victims’ Kin Mourn Above.

McALESTER, Okla., Dec. 17.— 
With only three men brought up 
alive out of sixty-two imprisoned to- 
day by an explosion 3,500 feet down 
in a coal mine under this city, little 
hope was held out tonight that more 
of the victims could have’ survived. 

Rescue teams sent into the shaft 
of the Old. Town Coal Company were 
still working frantically. Aside from 
the three living brought to ‘the sur- 
face, the bodies of twenty-three more 
had been recovered from the work- 
ings and placed in the city morgue, 
leaving thirty-six others unaccounted 
for. 

Compassion for the scores of rela- 
tives who huddled about the open- 
ing of the shaft in North McAlester 
deterred the rescuers from removing 
other bodies before nightfall. The 
lifeless forms of the miners, as 
speedily as they could be found in 
the darkness of the passages, were 
being assembled at the base of the 
shaft. 


Families Wait for News. 


Moaning women and gray-faced 
men about the entrance of the shaft, 
waited, tense with anxiety, for 
word from below which will either 
shatter or restore hope. News from 
the interior of the mine was slow 
to reach the surface. Red Cross 
relief workers stood by to administer 
aid. 

Waiting physicians and ‘nurses took 
immediate charge of the three men 
brought to ‘the surface alive. They 
were Arnold Kessinger, Joe Poncella 
and Frank Gonzales. They had been 
overcome by gas and their condition

BARNES CRITICIZES 
FARM BOARD POLICY 


Business Conference Head 
Charges Discrimination in Fa- 
vor of Cooperatives’ Members. 








LOANS COST THEM LESS 





Wheat Surplus Stimulated, He 
Tells Lobby Committee—Up- 
holds Grain Dealers.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—Julius 
H. Barnes, chairman of the board 
of: the United States Chamber of 
Commerce, as well as of the recently 
organized Business Conference for the 
Maintenance of Business - Stability, 
told the Senate lobby committee to- 
day that while he is a friend rather 
than enemy of the agricultural coop- 
erative movement, it was not good 
policy to make the member of a 
cooperative the beneficiary of the 
Farm Board law and.at the same 
time deny those benefits to the farm- 
er who is not a member. He op- 
posed such discrimination, ‘he testi- 
fied. 

The grain dealers who operate in 
private capacities, the witness said, 
are entitled to fair treatment. It is 
not fair, he asserted, to let the farm 
cooperatives have money at 3% per 
cent and at the same time impose a 
6 per cent rate on dealers. 

Mr. Barnes was summoned as a wit- 
ness. following a statement in the 
Senate by Senator Nye of North Da- 
kota, who said he had been informed 
that Mr. Barnes had gone to Presi- 
dent Hoover to voice opposition to 
the loan policies of the Farm Board. 

Mr. Barnes declared he had not 
been an unfriendly critic of the Farm 
Board. The only thing he has had 
in mind, he explained, was to defend 
the grain dealer against unfair com- 
petition. He had not protested to 
Mr. Hoover at any time, he declared, 
‘nor has he at any time assumed an 
unfriendly attitude toward the Farm 
Board, or Alexander Legge, its chair- 
man. 

' Blaine Questions Witness. 

Mr. Barnes was the only witness 
before the committee. The room was 
crowded in expectation of a lively 
session. 

Senator Blaine of Wisconsin, who 
conducted much of the examination, 
lectured the witness for using ‘‘Wall 
Street language.”’

SAO PAULO, Brazil, Dec. 17.—For 
the third time an airplane had 
spanned the distance between Eu- 
rope and South America in a non- 
stop flight when the two intrepid 
fliers, Lieut. Col... Tydeo. Larre 
Borges of Uruguay and Lieutenant 
Léon Challe of France were forced 
down. on the Brazilian coast near 
Natal early today. 

While dispatches received here are 
incomplete, they reveal that the 
Breguet plane used by the airmen 
was completely demolished, but that 
Colonel Larre -Borges escaped unin- 
jured and Lieutenant Challe was 
bruised. 

The exact spot at which the plane 
landed is not known here, but, ac- 
cording to meager telegrams, the 
accident occurred near the most 
easterly point of Brazil, not far from 
where Major Carlo del: Prete and 
Captain Arturo Ferrarin landed in 
the first flight across the South At- 
lantic. 

Leaving Seville,’ Spain, at noon on 
Sunday, the’ Uruguayan plane fol- 
lowed the African coast and the an- 
cient Guadaiquivir trade route, cut- 
ting across the Atlantic near the 
Cape Verde Islands to the Brazilian 

nds of Fernando do Noronha, 
then to the coast, where the plane 
crashed, terminating the ambitious 
flight which was intended to end at 
Rio de Janeiro or Montevideo.

Challe Taken by Plane to Natal.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—An ex- 
change of views took place this af- 
ternoon between the Japanese and 
two of the American delegates to the 
London naval parley which may have 
an important bearing on the outcome 
of that momentous international 
gathering. The delegates met at 
Woodley, the historic estate owned 
by Henry L. Stimson, Secretary of 
State. 

For two and. one-half ‘hours the 
delegates conversed’ on the matters 
that had brought them “together. 
When the meeting ended, ‘Secretary 
Stimson issued this communiqué: 


Mr, Reijiro Wakatauki, chief dele- 
gate; Admiral Takeshi Takarabe,

Japanese Demands Known, 


The Japanese delegates entered the 
meeting with the Japanese naval de- 
mands known in advance, and at 
variance with the views of the Unit- 
ed States concerning the curtailment 
of the fighting fleets, and especially 
submarines and 10,000-ton cruisers. 

The meeting was held at the re- 
quest of the Japanese delegates and 
it was their desire that it should be 
confined to as few participants as 
possible. The exchanges necessarily 
were slow as the services of an ine 
terpreter were required. The meeting 
began at 3 o’clock and ended at 5:30. 

While the demands to be advanced 
by Japan at London were made 
known in a semi-official way before 
the Japanese delegates left Tokio, 
and were amplified to some extent 
by Mr. Wakatsuki* at the Japanese 
Embassy yesterday in response to 
questions asked by newspaper men, 
this afternoon’s conference was de- 
signed partly to clarify some items 
in the Japanese agenda about which 
considerable confusion remained in 
the minds of United States officials, 
The fundamentals of the Japanese 
position were understood with ‘ suf- 
ficient clearness to give 
Stimson and his associates the op 
portunity to prepare in advance argu-

All Important Journals Emphasize

TOKIO, Dec. 17.—Dr. Rikitaro 
Fujisawa, privy councilor, proposes 
that the London naval conference 
adopt as its slogan the following 
modification of Abraham Lincoln’s 
words: 

‘With menace toward none, : with 
security for all.” . 

The argument of ex-Premier Wa- 
katsuki, head of the Japanese dele- 
gation to the parley, that a 70 per 
cent ratio in cruisers and other aux- 
iliary warships ought to be conceded 
because it does not menace Ameri- 
ca’s security is adopted generally by 
the Japanese press. 

There is a possibility that this feel- 
ing may become so strong that Mr. 
Wakatsuki may find difficulty in 
moderating his stand later in the 
London conference. 


No War Fear Stirs Press. 


The important difference in the at- 
titude of the press today, compared 
with that on the eve of the Washing- 
ton naval conference in 1921, is the 


disappearance of the fear of war. 
No saperteut journal now brings 
forth the bogy of a Japanese-Ameri- 
can war. 

Today’s Jiji Shimpo emphasizes in 
an editorial the firm basis of Japa- 
nese-American friendship and ex- 
presses confidence that Mr. Wakat- 
suki’s arguments will carry convic- 
tion to the American public. 

Jiji says the best starting point in 
the negotiations is a mutual convic- 
tion that Japan and America will 
not fight, whatever disputes may 
arise. Jiji holds that Japanesd and 
American ideas on disarmament are 
not very different and believes that 
Japan’s demands will be accepted as 
reasonable. 

The Tokio Asahi also asserts that 
no cases of potential war between 
Japan and America are open, and 
says their present relations are so 
good that a naval agreement should 
be possible. 

The Hochi.Shimbun thinks the 
Washington conversations.may even 
overshadow the London conference 
in importance for Japan, and ex- 
plains why: 

“‘Japan’s demand for a 70 per cent 
ratio concerns the American navy. 
If the British navy only were in- 
volved Japan could accept a smaller 
ratio. If Japan and America cannot 


hopeless.” 

The Yorodzu Choho. suggests that 
American opposition to Japan’s de- 
mand springs from a desire to en- 
hance the fighting strength of the 
United States and weaken that of a 
potential enemy. This, however, is 
an isolated example. The tone of 
the press as a whole is courteous 
and hopeful. 


Lower Ratio Asked in 1921. 


While the arguments for a 70 per 
cent ratio come foremost in discus- 
sions of the naval parley, Dr. 


Washio, a well-known publicist, writ- 
ing in the Japan Advertiser, recalis 
that Japan consented at the Geneva 
conference in 1927 to a 66 per cent 
ratio in 10,000-ton cruisers and a 69 
per cent ratio in other auxiliaries 
and warns the public that the Japa- 
nese delegates will be reminded at 
London that they have not always 
regarded a 70 per cent ratio as im- 
mutable. He continues: 

“Since the war America has made 
such strides economically it. is im- 

ssible for Ce gar to keep up, so ail 
his talk about irreducible margins 
of safety is idle speculation. hat 
actually matters is Japan’s naval ex- 
penditure. 

“Common-sense considerations by 
statesmen should supersede abstract 
calculations of the navy men. From 
the broader vie int, the sacrifice 
of our theoreti margin of safety 
in an imaginary Japanese-American 
war would be worth while if it in- 
duced other pewers materially to cur- 
tail all naval expenditures.”’ 


Early Agreement Is Doubted. 


TOKIO, Dec. 17 (®).—‘‘We do not 
expect that the Washington discus- 
sions will eliminate all the differ- 


ences of opinion between Ja and 
America,” said the official Japanese 
spokesman today, ‘“‘but we will be 
satisfied if these few days result in 
a ee understanding of our 
position.”’ 

Officials here realize that the del- 
egaton’s Washington visit will be too 
short to permit thorough considera- 
tion of the ratio problem and do not 
expect progress on that point. 

Much interest centres u Mr: 
Wakatsuki’s meeting with President 
Hoover, since the former’s insistence 
upon a real reduction in armament 
is expected to evoke the President’s

ROMBE, Dec. 17.—There will prob-

The negotiations, it is authorita- 
tively stated, will be continued, but 
the shortage of time makes an agree- 
ment difficult to reach. It is likely, 
therefore, that Italy and France will 
go to the London conference to play 
their hands alone and perhaps even 
against each other. 

In the numerous conferences which 
have taken place during the past 
week. between: representatives of the 
Forei Ministry and ‘experts of the 
Ministry of Marine, Italian disarma- 
ment policy has been taking definite 
shape. At the same time that the 
main lines of the Italian viewpoint 
were being laid down the Italian For- 
eign Ministry has been carrying on 
negotiations with the French For- 
eign Ministry with a view to arriv- 
ing at a preliminary Italo-French 
agreement which would permit the 
two countries to present themselves 
at the London conference with a 
common program. 

Basis Remains the Same. 

The basis of the Italian disarma- 
ment policy remains that, announced 
by Mussolini; namely, t Italy is 
ready. to accept any -limitation of 
naval armament, however radical, 
provided that the Italian navy in no 
case be inferior to that of any other 
Continental European power. In 
plain language this means that Italy 
does not care to what extent its na 
is cut down provided the Frenc 
navy is reduced to the same level. 
Naval parity with France is the cor- 
nerstone of the whole Italian gent 
Italy probably being willing to yield 
on almost all points except this one. 

Italian officials, however, are care- 
ful to point out that the principle of 
parity with France does not neces- 
sarily mean effective parity in ac- 
tual fact. The nation’s economic sit- 
uation, in fact, would not permit 
Italy to build up to any limit which 
the conference might set for France 
unless the limit were extremely low, 
which is not considered probable. 
Italy, in other words, does not ask 
that the French navy be cut down 
to the Italian level but would be con- 
tent to have the right, which would 
probably always remain purely theo- 
retical, of building up to the level of 
the French. 

Apart from the question of parity 
with France, two main problems re- 
maining to be solved here are the 
question of whether limitation should 
be on the basis of total tonnage or 
independently for each class of war- 

and the matter of submarines. 
On the first point Italy still favors 
limitation applied to total tonnage, 
leaving each nation free to distribute 
its tonnage among the various classes 
as it thinks best.

YOUTH WEEPS AT QUERIES 





Whalen Says He Will Sift Report 
That One Man at Dinner Used 
Vitale’s Name in Alibi. 





Whether Magistrate Albert H. Vitale 
gaw them or not, seven notorious un- 
derworld characters were present at 
the dinner in his honor Dec. 7 at the 
Roman Gardens, Police Commission- 
er Whalen repeated yesterday. Mean- 
while witnesses identified Joseph 
Bravate, a dapper youth of 22 with 
sideburns and spats, as the leader of 
the band of robbers which invaded 
the restaurant at Southern Boule- 
vard and 187th Street and made off 
with about $5,000 in cash and jewelry 
belonging to the guests. 

Bravate, who alternately wept and 
boasted, was held without bail by 
Magistrate Flood in West Farms 
Court for robbery after District At- 
torney McGeehan of the Bronx an- 
nounced that the case against him 
was complete. A dispute arose over 
who was responsible for his arrest, 
following published reports that Ar- 
thur Johnson, the detective who was 
sent back to patrol duty by Mr. 
Whalen for failing to shoot it out 
with the robbers who took his re- 
volver at the dinner party, had run 
down his man in the hope of rein- 
statement, 


Won’t Credit Johnson. 
Johnson did ‘‘not figure in the ar- 
rest in any way except to identify 
the suspect after he was arrested,” 


said Mr. Whalen, giving credit to 
Detectives Joseph Hoffman, Thomas 
Hill, Louis Fiore and Daniel Devoti. 
The detectives, the prisoner and Mr. 
McGeehan, however, agreed that it 
was Johnson who made the arrest. 
The affidavit. on which Bravate was 
held, was sworn out by Hoffman on 
‘information and belief of Patrol- 
man Arthur Johnson.’’ 

Further light miay be shed on the 
mystery of who caught Bravate 
when the demoted detective is placed 
on trial before Deputy Commissioner 
Nelson Ruttenberg, Mr. Whalen said. 

Agitation in favor of an investiga- 
tion into Magistrate Vitale’s pres- 
ence at the dinner given for him by 
former Magistrate Michael N. Delagi 
and directors of the Tepecano Demo- 
cratic Club, an independent organi- 
zation, continued to be heard. 
Prominent lawyers, however, point- 
ed out that thus far the only allega- 
tion against . Magistrate itale is 
that he was unfortunate in his asso- 
ciates in the restaurant. 


Cite Law as to Magistrates. 


They pointed out ‘also that accord- 
ing to Section 103 of the inferior 
criminal court act, ‘‘a city magis- 


trate may be removed for cause only 
after due notice and an opportunity 
of being heard by the Appellate Di- 
vision,’’ and then only upon ‘‘proof 
that the judicial acts complained of 
were corrupt or inspired by an in- 
tention to violate. the law.’’ One of 
the justices of the Appellate Divi- 
sion said the statute vesting . that 
body with the power of removal 
withheld by implication the power to 
institute proceedings. 

Cc. C. Burlingham, president. of the 
.Bar Association of New York, said 
that the matter of Magistrate Vitale’s 
dinner had not been referred to an 
committee of his organization, al- 
though he added that the association 
“stands ready to take whatever ac- 
tion is requested by the proper au- 
thorities."". Bernard S. Deutsch, 
president of the Bronx County Bar 
Association, declared his organization 
would undertake an inqui if re- 
quested to do so by the Mayor or 
any of ‘‘the civic associations which 
are supposed to protect the public 
interest.’’ He thought it unlikely 
that the County Bar Association 
would undertake an investigation oa 
its own initiative. 

Commissioner Whalen’s reiteration 
that seven men with police records 
were present at the dinner to Magis- 
trate Vitale was the only. repercus- 
sion in official circles to 
letter to Chief Magistrate William 
McAdoo declaring that four of the 
men named by the commissioner 
were not present and asserting that 
the three others, though present, 
were uninvited. 


Whalen Surprised at Statement. 


Mr. Whalen said he could not un- 
‘derstand how Magistrate Vitale 
could have failed to see Ciro Terra- 
nova, alias Morrello, Declaring that 
Terranova was the ‘‘Al Capone of 
New York,’’ the commissioner said it 
was strange that Mr. Vitale did not 
see him for he was at the dinner 
and when “the walks into a room it 
is the same as when the comes 
in; everybody knows him.”

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DIVORCE JURY FINDS 
ARNOLD IS GUILTY 


Returns Verdict in. Early Morn- 
‘ing Against.Husband on 
Misconduct Charge. 








DISAGREES AS TO THE WIFE 





On One Counter-Charge—Dismisses 
Others—His Attorneys Ask for New 
“Trial. and Will Submit Briefs. 





After deliberating since 1:25 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon, the Supreme 
Court jury which has been listening 
to testimony in the divorce suits be- 
tween Ray H. Arnold; wealthy in- 
vestment broker, and his wife, re- 
ported at 2:15 A. M. today that it 
had found Mr: Arnold guilty of the 
charges but had not been able to 
agree on the alleged misconduct of 
Mrs. Arnold. 3 

The .jury' had a set of eighteen 
questions to answer in which they 
were called upon to decide as to the 
wife's conduct as well as the hus- 
band’s. They cleared Mrs. Arnold of 
all' the allegations against her with 
the exception of one on which they 
were in disagreement. 

Following: the jury’s verdict, coun- 
sel- for Arnold and for Mrs. Margaret 
Crenshaw West of Crestwood, N. Y., 
with whom his wife had alleged im- 
proper conduct, moved to set aside 
the verdict and asked for a new 
trial.. Justice McCook directed the 
attorneys to file briefs. by tomorrow 
and to be ready to argue the matter 
before -him: on Saturday. 

If the jury’s verdict stands, the 
question of the divorce suits will go 
before a special term of the Supreme 
Court for review. 

Mrs. Arnold accused her. husband 
of intimacy with Mrs. Margaret 
Crenshaw West of Crestwood, N. Y., 
widow of Stuart P. West, financial 
writer. In his counter suit the broker 
charged Mrs. Arnold with misconduct 
,with one of her lawyers, Charles 
Hann Jr., and with the late Charles 
Pfitsch, pig iron dealer. 

In his charge to the jury Justice 
McCook ‘pointed out that most of the 
witnesses on each side were ‘‘sailors, 
workers, domestic servants and pro- 
fessional investigators.’’ With refer- 
ence: to the Arnolds’ 19-year-old son, 
William, one of his mother’s chief 
witnesses, the court asked the jurors 
to ‘‘suppress any revolt you may feel 
against a son testifying against his 
father.’’ 

Stressing the fact that social con- 
ditions and mannérs change from era 
to era, Justice McCook declared: 

‘You should not draw an inference 
of guilt when you can draw an infer- 
ence of innocence. What may have 
seemed conclusive proof of guilt once 
does not now. Do not confuse loose 
manners with loose morals,’’ 

Counsel for Mr. Arnold intimated 
in summing up that a desire. for 
his money was Mrs. Arnold’s chief 
motive in filing suit and cited the 
fact that Mr. Hann had received 
$21,500 counsel fees. The wife’s at- 
torney asserted that Mr. Arnold had 
“descended to a very low depth in 
dragging in: the name of the dead 
Pfitsch as a corespondent.’’ Mrs. 
Arnold’ wept profusely during her 
lawyer’s summing up speech.

Consuls’ Train Turns Back. 


TOKIO, Déc. 17 ().—Guerrilla war- 
fare of. Chinese and Russians in 
Northwestern Manchuria halted to- 
day the attempt of consular officials 
to learn whether their: countrymen 
had suffered in that region since it 
was invaded by Russian. troops near- 


ly a month ago. 

The consular train, unable to pene- 
trate into the district west of the 
Khingan Mountains occupied by Rus- 
sian soldiers, was forced to turn 
back. It arrived at Buchatu late to- 
night from Mientuho. The consuls 
expect to arrive at Harbin by Thurs- 
day, deeming further attempts to in- 
vestigate Hailar futile. Chinese mili- 
tary commanders informéd the: for- 
eign representatives that fighting at 
Yakusu between Russians and Chi- 
nese was in progress and endangered 
the town’ of Mientuho. 

Both Chinese and Russian authori- 
ties had declined to permit the con- 
sular train to proceed on. the Chi- 
nese Fastern Railway from the 
Khingan Mountains to Manchuli, on 
the Siberian border, declaring they 
could not guarantee the safety of the 
foreign investigators. Some 300 Jap- 
anese constitute the bulk of the for- 
eign population there. 

Meanwhile negotiations by Rus- 
sians and Chinese for peaceable set- 
tlement of the Chinese Eastern dis- 
pute are reported progressing at 
Khabarovsk, Eastern Siberia, with 
prospects of an early full agreement. 
Julius Rudy, appointed manager of 








Despite continued assertions that 
Manchuria is under Nanking’s rule, | 
a visit to Manchuria does not reveal | 
that Nanking officialdom has any 
hold here. There is a noticeable ab-| 


sence of the. powerful Kuomintang! 


party organizations, which wield so 
much influence south of the Great 
Wall. $ 


Even the advertised unification of 
the Peking-Mukden Railway under 
| the- Nanking Minister of Railways is 
{nominal only, Mukden retaining all 
!'revenues north of the Wall. 

The Manchurian Government is no 
longer compact and is not enjoying 
the prestige of Marshal Chang Tso- 
lin’s day. Banditry and lawlessness 
in areas remote from military cen- 
tres are te wing more and more 
pronounced. 

This is probably due to two causes: 
first, Mukden’s loss of prestige be- 
cause of the manner in which the 
Manchurian armies disintegrated, 
‘fell to looting and fled before the 
‘Russian raids; second, the growing 
power of Chang Tso-hsiang, Gover- 
nor of Kirin. Kirin today is prec- 
tically an independent province, 
though it has not broken with Muk- 
den. 

The farther one travels over China 
‘the more apparent it becomes how 
frightful an incubus is its enormous 
armies, most of which are poorly 
disciplined and of doubtful loyalties. 
Harbin for weeks has. been appre- 
hensive of looting by Chinese troops 
if the Russians should adopt a se- 
rious offensive. Canton less than a 
fortnight © was apprehensive of 
looting b unanese troops. Pukow 
and Nanking were actually looted by 
mutinous troops, and foreign women 
and children were « acuated from 
Nanking a week ago because of fears 
of disorders. 

All Manchurian leaders are watch- 
fully waiting for General Yen Hsi- | 
shan’s next move, which may consist | 
of efforts to rally the conservative | 
elements of the Kuomintang against | 
President Chiang Kai-shek. Mukden | 
has already unofficially announced | 
that it will follow General Yen’s lead | 
if the latter cuts adrift from nem 
king.

This reversal in the policies of for- 
mer President Yamamoto was an- 
nounced today by Baron Okura, the 
new managing director. 

Japanese authorities here are not 
reticent about hoping for early peace 
in the Sino-Russian dispute, declar- 
ing that while the diversion of North 
Manchurian tonnage via the Jap- 
anese railway is increasing its rev- 
enue 5,000,000 yen ($2,500,000), the 
Japanese line will ultimately be a 
heavy loser, because the prolonged 
Sino-Russian conflict is paralyzing 
trade, increasing Chinese’ taxes, 
frightening away emigrants from 
China south of the Great Wall 
and crippling Manchuria’s normal 
growth. 

Sino-Japanese relationships in 
South Manchuria are admittedly get- 
ting worse, and anti-Japanese feel- 
ing is spreading even into the coolie 
and peasant classes because of pro- 
longed anti-Japanese propaganda. 

There is growing uneasiness here 
at the slow progress of the interna- 
tional train along the Chinese East- 
ern Railway from Harbin westward. 
The reluctance of the Chinese to 
grant | gar hay eee to proceed is at- 
tributed to fears of revelations to 
the outside world of the extent of 
the demoralization of the Manchurian 
troo as a result of the Russian 
clashes, as well as the heavy dam- 
age done to forei properties in 

ilar by looting Chinese troops, 
fore their panic-stricken evacuation 
under the pressure of the Russian 
attack.

Spanish Court Delays Decision 
on Dr. Franceschi, Who 
Argues Self-Defense. 








SAILOR SHOT IN QUARREL 





Defendant Was,Welcomed by 
Hoover and Walker on Way From ’ 
Porto Rico to Spain. 





CADIZ, Spain, Dec. 17 (#.—The 
trial of Dr. Francesco Franceschi 
Cabellero for killing his assistant, 
Angel Carbo Rivera,.at.the end, of 

' their voyage in a forty-foot yacht 
from San Juan, Porto Rico, to San 
Lucar de Barrameda, Spain, by way 
of New York last Summer, was held 
here today with a large crowd. af- 
tending. The prosecution asked twen- 
ty-eight years’ imprisonment and in- 
demnification. The defense sought 
acquittal. 

The skipper and owner of the small 
craft had been received by Mayor 
Walker and later by President 
Hoover. Two days out from New 
York en route to Spain, a stowaway 
appeared. He was Roberto Lopez, 
son of a wealthy Porto Rican family. 

The yacht reached San Lucar de 
Barrameda at the mouth of. the 
Guadalquivir about Sept. 2. Return- 
ing to the boat the following night 
Dr. Franceschi became involved in an 
argument with Carbo and fatally 
shot him. 


Dr. Franceschi declared at the time 
the sailor was jealous of the acclaim 
received ‘by Lopez and himself and 
attacked him with a knife. He said 
that the man had been. released from 
a Porto Rican prison only a short 
time before they sailed and had been 
employed as the only available per- 
son daring enough to make the trip. 

The defense set up. that: Carbo had 
menaced the stowaway on various 
occasions and that if Dr. Franceschi 
had not finally acted as he did the 
sailor would have killed both of 
them. 

The court withdrew to deliberate 
on the verdict, which will be made 

ublic when rendered to the Cap- 
ain General.

Prison Term for Second Conviction 
for Possessing Slot Machine Alse 
Among Changes Sought. 





With a view to obtaining legisla- 
tion strengthening the laws of per- 
jury and false swearing, the legislae- 
tive committee of the District Attor- 


neys’ Association of New York 
State, at a meeting in the Criminal 
Courts Building yesterday endorsed 
proposed amendments to that effect 
and urged that they be submitted to 
the Legislature next month. 

District Attorney Banton submitted 
the resolutions. Under an amend- 
ment which would empower prosecu- 
tors to impeach a State witness at a 
trial where his testimony was in con- 
flict with previous sworn statements 
or grand jury testimony, it was pro- 
posed to change the law so that it 
would not be necessary for the State 
to prove in just which statement the 
witness lied, but to let. it rest on 
the fact that the witness had per- 
jured himself in some one of the! 
statements, 

This proposed amendment was the 
outcome of criticism General Ses- 
sions Judge Nott and Mr. Banton as 
a result of the change in testimony 
on the witness stand of some of the 
gamblers who were called for the 
State in the recent trial of George 
A. McManus.. McManus was acquit- 
ted of killing Arnold Rothstein, the 
gambler. 

It was shown that statements they 
made on the witness stand were at 
variance with others they had made 
in the Rothstein grand jury investi- 
gation, but prosecution on perjury 
charges could not be instituted be- 
cause the discrepancies were ‘not in 
connection with material facts. 

The proposed bill dealing with 
false swearing would meet such a 
situation, the offenders, as under the 
agp law, being subject to trial

NEW EAST RIVER CROSSINGS 


Three of Five Suggested Are Already 
Contemplated by City — More 
Land for Parks Advised. 





A program of Queens improve- 
ments, embracing construction of 
new bridges and tunnels, arterial and 
elevated express highways, airports 
and harbors, parks and parkways, 
which would not be completed until 
1980 and would cost $60,000,000, was 
submitted last night in the form of 
the first annual report of the Queens 
Planning Commission to Borough 
President George U. Harvey. 

The presentation of the report was

Law, legislation, resolutions and taxation. 
nance. 

Each subcommittee worked inde- 

ndently in gathering data concern- 
ng the present condition of the 
borough. The reports were then 
turned over to a central committee 
which organized, correlated and 
classified the material, finally ob- 
taining from it a complete picture 
of the present borough and planning 
from that its future development. 


East River Crossings Urged. 


The first report is that on bridges 
and tunnels. In this chapter the 
commission states that “new East 
River vehicular crossings are not 
_ only essential to secure the continued 
growth of the ——— of Queens, 

ut are equally vital the welfare 
of the city at mei. 

Five such crossmgs are named in 
the report. Three of these have al- 
ready been placed on the city’s im- 
provement program. They are: 

The Midtown Vehicular Tunnel, 
which will cross the East River 
from Manhattan with termini in 
Sepa and Brooklyn, near Green- 
point.

A new upper roadway for 
the Queensboro , with ad- 
ditional gs eg in Manhattan 
and Long Island City.

The two other items are construc- 
tion of-a bridge or tunnel from near 
th. foot of Broadway, Astoria, to 
Manhattan across the north end of 
Welfare Island, and another bridge 
or tunnel connectin Old Ferry 
Point, the Bronx, wi Whitestone, 
Queens.

The one approved is a construction 
of a bridge for Northern Boulevard 
over Alley Creek, for which $200,000 
was appropriated by the Board of 
Estimate. The one on the request 
ealendar is the construction of a 
brid at Northern Boulevard and 
Flushing Creek. Commissioner Gold- 
man has declared his interest in this 
improvement, which is considered 
nMecegsary because of the present 
“bottle-neck’’ condition due to the 
narrowness of the existing structure. 

Construction of a tunnel from the 
Flatbush Avenue extension, Barren 
Island, to the Rockaway peninsula 
is the third of the commisison’s sug- 
gestions. 

The fourth, which is considered 
most important, is a proposal to con- 
struct an express highway to serve 
traffic coming from the Borden Ave- 
nue outlet of the proposed Thirty- 
eighth Street-East River Tunnel and 
from the upper level of the Queens- 
boro Bridge. 

Two possible routes are set forth 
for such a highway. One is along 
Borden Avenue, easterly to the inter- 
sections of Woodhaven and Horace 
Harding Boulevards with Queens 
Boulevard. This route, it was said. 
is for traffic proceeding to the south 
and east portions of the borough, 
serving Ridgewood, Maspeth and 
Jamaica. 

The other route is one in which 
the commission admits it is ‘‘particu- 
larly interested.’’ This involves an 
elevated structure, four miles long, 
which would pass across the Sunny- 
side Yards of the Long Island Rail- 
road without intersections except 
for one ramp leading from the. upper 
level of the Queesboro Bridge. The 
express highway would terminate in 
Woodside at a point where several 
major traffic arteries converge. 


Other Highway Projects, 


Other arterial highway projects are 
iuciuded in several pages of the 
report, which favors improvement, 
development oor construction of 
eleven major east-west highways, . six 
north-south highways and twenty- 
five secondary highways and busi- 


ness streets. It was revealed in the 
report that several of the commis- 
sion’s requests already had been 
favorably acted upon by the city. 
The commission recommends sep- 
aration of the grades of transverse 
highways where they intersect. 
Thirty-nine such separations. are 
suggested, with particular emphasis 
placed upon the following five: 

Queens Boulevard with Cross Bay 
Boulevard. 

Queens Boulevard with Grand 
Street. 

Queens Boulevard with Nassau 
and Woodhaven Boulevard. 

Queens. Boulevard with Union

Approves Playground Policy. 

In the report dealing with play- 
grounds; the commission states that 
it cannot improve upon the general 
policy of the City Recreation Com- 
mittee in purchasing playgrounds in 
the sections that need them most. 

It concurs with the committee re- 
garding future playground sites, but 
names ten areas in which the de- 
mand is said to be s6 pressing as to 
require immediate attention. Two 
of these sites are in Long Island 
City, two in Woodside, two in Co- 
rona and one each in Elmhurst, As- 
toria, Jamaica and Ozone Park. 

In the report on transit and traffic 
the commission recommends ap- 
proval of Routes 1 to 17, as desig- 
nated by the Transit Commission 
and approved by city officials. Some 
minor changes are recommended in 
a few of these routes, however. 

Queens coastal development is 
seen, in the report, to be centred in 
Jamaica Bay and its vicinity. De- 
velopment of that region is charac- 
terized as ‘‘a national, State and 
municipal project.”’ 

e commission expressed its dis- 
approval of hasty or thoughtless ac- 
tion’\in acquiring sites for airports 
and said, ‘‘the Borough President’s 
program for airport facilities must 
contain a full measure of assurance 
of long adaptability and such as will 
serve completely the purposes for 
which they are designed.”’ 


The suggestion of Arthur S. Tuttle, | 


consulting engineer, to establish a 
municipal airport on East Island, 
Jamaica Bay, is approved. The com- 
mission suggested, also, a site on the 
North Shore, and named the Flush- 
ing Meadows, between College Point 
and Whitestone, as a site adapted 
to this use. 

Mayor Walker, speaking at the 
dinner, pledged his support to the 
recommendations of the commission. 

‘Tt’s all right with me,’ he said, 
“and if it fits the bankroll of the 
city, it shall be done.’”’ 

He explained that he had every 
confidence in the ability of the mem- 
bers of the commission and added 
that he considered the report a 
“sure-fire stimulus” to action by city 
officials. 

“Not all of these suggestions are 
original,’’ he added, ‘‘but what dif- 
ference does their authorship make? 
We do not want inventions but a con- 
certed drive to bring improvements 
to culimination. Although I pledge 
my support to the recommendations 
in the report, it must be remembered 
that they will be treated in the order 
of their importance and when done, 
must be done in coordination with 
other improvements.”

Two Ships Take Almost $4,000,000 
63,858 Sacks of Outgoing For- 
eign Mail Handled in Week. 


Money orders representing $10,074,- 
568 and numbering 679,779 were sent 
to all parts of the world from New 
York City in the Christmas mails so| 
far this year, postoffice officials an- 
nounced yesterday. 

This sum, handled in the so-called 
Christmas period between Nov. 18 
and Dec. 16, was $20,000 under that 
of last year, when the Christmas 
mail time extended until Dec. 20.. It 
was estimated, however, that another 

,000 worth of money orders 
would _ be purchased | for gifts of 
‘“‘New Year’s money.’ 

The George Washington and the 
Bremen were the ‘‘Christmas wy 
sailing for Europe this year, the for- 
mer, which ed on Dec. 12, setting 
a new record of mail carried from 
New York City when it left with 
26,532 sacks. This held 139,620 
money orders, worth $1,917,134, ‘the 
postal officials said.

A new record for the handling of 
mail to be sent abroad also was set 
last week, it was ronan at the 
yy office, with the dispatch of 63,- 

sacks of mail. The highest pre- 
vious. amount sent out in one week 
had been 54,789 sacks sent abroad 
in the week ended Dec. 11, 1926. 

Deliveries in New York City will be 
made on time from all mails from 
incoming ships arriving up to Dec. 
23, it was said. 


CRIME CLINIC URGED 
TO CURE PRISON ILLS 
Commissioner Palteccen Tells 


Flashing Audience of Proposed 
City Penal Program. 





Richard C. Patterson Jr., Commis- 
sioner of Corrections, advocated a 
“crime clinic,’”’? and said he had had a 


complete change of mind in regard 
to the duties of prison administration, 
in an address last % ht before the 
Men’s Club of the First Congrega- 
tional Church of Flushing, Lincoln 
and Bowne Streets, Queens. 

“The human problem far trans- 
cends in importance the problem of 
holding prisoners in confinement,’ 
said the Commissioner. ‘The pri- 
mary duty of every prison adminis- 
trator is to turn out better men and 
women, The problem of keeping 
prisoners from escaping in secondary. 

“Foundations are now being laid 
for a women’s. house of detention at 
aera Market, Manhattan, to cost 
$19750,000. An appropriation of 
$10,000,000 is in sight for a new 
men’s prison on Riker’s Island. Two 
new wings are to be added to the 
building at the Women’s Farm Col- 
ony, rey. Court, Orange County, 
and an additional building is to be 
provided for housing boys at the 
reformatory at. New Hampton, 
Orange County. Both of these are 
city institutions.”’ 

Commissioner Patterson. declared 
penal institutions for years had been 
used as dumping grounds for the 
physically and mentally unfit, many 
of whom should have been sent to 
hospitals or similar institutions for 
treatment. Old offenders of this 
type had been brought back to con- 
finement repeatedly with no attempt 
at affecting a cure of the causes of 
their depredations while at large. 

Moral support is therefore being 
urged for a recommendation now be- 
fore Mayor Walker for a special ap- 
propriation from the Board of Esti- 
mate to permit study of the situa- 
tion, and the creation of a ‘‘crime 
clinic,’””’ according to Commissioner 
Patterson. The committee recom- 
mending this step to him has sug- 
gested a study of at least 2,000 con- 
victs of the ’’run of the mill.’’ In 
order to do this over a period of two 
years a total of $153,200 would be 
needed, according to the plan out- 
lined last night. 

“Prison riots should not disturb us 
nearly sO much as the fact that we 
are turning out wiser prisoners than 
when they came to prison,’’.Commis- 
sioner Patterson said. ‘‘By estab- 
lishing discipline among the guards 
and teaching them the things they 
ought to know, we have reduced the 
number of escapes in New York City 
so as to be very certain of a world’s 
record this year.’’

Schools Bury Feud in ‘Tapping’ of Le Jeune; 


Washington and Lee 


Honors V. M. 1. Leader

LEXINGTON, Va., Dec, 17.—Major 
Gen. John'A. Lejeune, Marine Corps, 
retired, superintendent of Virginia 
Military Institute, was ‘‘tapped’’ to 
membership in Omicron Delta Kap- 
pa, national leadership fraternity at 

and Lee University, at 
the @nnual assembly -here today. 
This is the highest honor awarded 
by Washington and Lee for leader- 
ship. 

General Lejeune delivered the an- 
nual address on ‘‘leadership,’’ but. 
his ‘‘tapping’’ to membership came 
as a surprise to the former marines’ 
leader and the audience. It marked 
the complete overthrow of bitterness 
between the two schools, whose 
campuses adjoin, ending the oldest 
collegiate feud in the South and one 
which has culminated at times in 
physical combat. A spirit of recon- 
ciliation has been growing for five 


years. 
Men chosen for membership are 


tapped with a wand by an officer of 
the organization as they sit in the 
assembly. It is the first knowledge 
of their. election... The fraternity, 
founded at Washington and Lee in 
1914, has chapters in twenty-four 
Eastern and Southern universities. 

As an evidence of the complete 
breaking down of sectionalism at 
Washington and Lee, an institution 
founded before the Declaration of 
Independence and headed after the 
Civil War by General Robert E. 
Lee, three Northern students were 
‘tapped’ to membership with Gen- 
eral Lejeune. They were Thomas

friends and associates paid warm 
tribute to his administration and 
presented tokens of their esteem. 
Sir Harry, deeply moved, responded 
feelingly. 

While there has been no announce- 
ment of his intention to retire, Sir 
Harry revealed before the luncheon 
that his official duties in New York 
would terminate in January, 1931. 
He expressed, however; his hope that 
a meeting with his friends, including 
British and. American journalists, 
would take piace again next year ac- 
cording to past custom. 

A token of respect and affection for 
the Consul General was expressed in 
the presentation by John . Hard- 
ing, représenting The London Daily 
Chronicle, of a silver cigarette box 
on behalf of the British members of 
the Association of Foreign Press Cor- 
respondents. Sir Harry, in voicing 
his appreciation, said that neverthe- 
less he again looked forward to an- 
other meeting with his friends. 

In greeting his guests Sir Harry 
spoke of the approach of the festive 
season when his customary Christ- 
mas luncheon brings together an in- 
timate group of officials, journalists 
and other close British and American 
friends, who annually foregather 
there. He noted regretfully the ab- 
sence of William Peter Hamilton, 
late editor of The Wall Street Jour- 
nal who, before his death last Satur- 
day, had promised his attendance at 
the luncheon as in former years. 

“Only fortune will tell whether we 
shall meet again,” the Consul Gen- 
eral said to the gathering. ‘‘But al- 
ways you will be in my heart in liv- 
ing fellowship and good kindredship. 
I trust we may once again meet be- 
fore the inevitable striking of the 
clock that closes my officialdom.’’ 

Herbert Brookes, Commissioner- 
General for Australia, and Dr. Philip 
Botha, Commissioner for the Union 
of South Africa, extolled the success- 
ful administration of the Consul Gen- 
eral in New York. The representa- 
tive of the Irish Free State, Matthew 
Murphy, said the British Govern- 
ment was “lucky to get such a bril- 
liant Irishman as Sir Harry,’’ and 
P. W. Wilson described the luncheon 
as ‘‘an occasion on which too much 
cannot possibly be said’’ in the Con- 
sul General’s praise. 

Eenjamin M. Day, Commissioner of 
Immigration, spoke of the close co- 
operation his office enjoyed with the 
British Consulate. Percy S. Bullen, 
American correspondent of The Lon- 
don Daily Telegraph, on behalf of 
the Association of Foreign Press Cor- 
respondents, presented to the host a 
life membership in the association as 
“the greatest dignity we can confer 
in tribute to Sir Harry’s achieve- 
ments and success.”’

We advise reacers to accept only 
owith several grains of salt.the re- 
‘ports that President Hoover is drop- 
‘ping everything else in order per- 
sonally to direct the reorganization 
and revivifying of the Republican 
party in the State of New York. 
Doubtless he is interested in that 
work. He is a Republican and the 
national leader of his party. He 
cannot fail to feel concerned over 
the divided and distraught Republi- 
can leadership in this State. But 
from such an attitude, natural and 
even inevitable in the President, to 
active interference in New York poli- 
tics is a long road to travel, and it 
is not credible that Mr. Hoover in- 
tends to set out upon it. Sympathy 
with Republican reform here is one 
thing. Undertaking to ride the 
whirlwind and direct the storm is 
quite another story. 

Many observers at Washington 
have remarked on the rapid growth 
of Mr. Hoover in political skill. The 
politicians who once sneered at his 
lack of adroitness do so no longer. 
His campaign for the Presidency 
last year, while not ‘inspiring, was 
masterly in planning and execution. 
Since he has been in the White 
House more than one event has tes- 
tified to the fact that he has himself 
pecome a fairly good politician. As 
such, it must have been brought to 
‘hig attention more than once that 
‘the meddling of a President in the 
‘troubled politics of any State is apt 
‘to be bad both for him and for the 
party. In the books, and in older 
memories, there is the record of one 
Republican President who sought to 
‘Ympose a candidate for Governor 
upon the Republican party of New 
York. The result was the over- 
whelming defeat of that gentleman 
foisted upon the State from Wash- 
ington, and the election of a Demo- 
cratic Governor who proceeded to 
be twice thereafter chosen President 
‘of the United States. Mr. HOOVER 
‘cannot desire to see that history 
repeated. 

Nor can it be entirely pleasing to 
him to have certain enthusiastic Re- 
publican reorganizers in this State 
already shouting out the “slogan” 
‘which they assert is all that is 
needed to snatch New York away 
‘from the Democrats. It is simply: 
““ Back up Hoover!” To this boyish 
proposal there are serious objections 
from the point of view both of the 
‘President and the party in this 
‘State. Mr. Hoover is, of course, 
thinking of the future and of the 
effect of next year’s election upon 
his possible candidacy in 1932. He 
“could scarcely wish even to appear 
to tie up his fortunes with those of 
‘New York Republicans. If they 
awent to battle with nothing on their 
banner except his name, and then 
were defeated, it would add nothing 
to his prestige. On the other hand, 
if New York Republicans went 
helter-skelter into a campaign to 
‘pack up Hoover, would they under- 
take to back him up to the limit on 
the subject of prohibition? Not if 
: ‘wanted to carry this State. 


Would they promise another State |. 


‘enforcement act? Would they insist 
that their nominee for the Gover- 
of the Volstead act up to the 


hilt?

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Mr. Cootmce. Only once was he 
persuaded to intervene in an election 
in Massachusetts, and even that he 
must have regretted, since it did not 
prevent the defeat of his personal 
friend and supporter, Senator BuT- 
LER.

In that whole 
range of political activity Mr. Hoo- 
VER might well ‘say to indiscreet 
friends urging him to act, that like 
MARTIN VAN BUREN he will be con- 
tent to “ walk in the footsteps of his 
predecessor.” 


SINGLING OUT HEFLIN. 


Senator HEFLIN of Alabama first 
amused, then annoyed and finally 
bored the American public by his 
anti-Catholic speeches. His own 
State became weary of them. To 
that fact may be ascribed in part 
the action of the Democratic State 
Committee at Montgomery in decid- 
ing that, because he failed to support 
the party national ticket in 1928, 
Mr. HEFLIN may not run in next 
year’s Democratic primary to suc- 
ceed himself. Senator WHEELER of 
Montana bolted his party ticket in 
1924 and even ran as Vice President; 
but in his own State and in the Sen- 
ate he is a welcome member of the 
fold. Senator SIMMONS of North 
Carolina was Mr. SMITH’S chief 
Southern Democratic opponent in 
1928; he not only has led his party 
in the Senate on the tariff bill this 
year, but is restored to Democratic 
leadership in his own State. There 
is no greater passion for party regu- 
larity in Alabama than in North 
Carolina; the difference is in the two 
men and their methods. 

At present Senator HEFLIN is de- 
termined to run as an independent. 
He is acutely aware of the reasons 
for his exclusion. He hopes and 
expects to fashion useful election 
material from it. But to win he 
must divide his own party and poll 
most of the Republican vote. If he 
can induce the Republicans to give 
him their nomination, to fail to 
nominate an opponent or to put up a 
conspicuously weak man, he is not 
yet disposed of as ‘a possibility. He 
may confidently be expected to make 
a campaign in Alabama along his 
familiar lines. The Pope will be in 
for a lambasting again; ignorance 
and prejudice will be appealed to as 
in the past; and the peaceful chair- 
man of the County Trust Company 
in this city, retired from politics and 
busy building a skyscraper, will see 
a horrendous effigy of his amiable 
self used to frighten the folk of Ala- 
bama. But the fervent hope of sen- 
sible Americans is that the good 
work begun by the State Committee 
will be carried on to success and 
that the Senate will be rid of its 
chief mountebank.

PIONEERS OF AIR COMMERCE. 


The flight of Major LARRE-BorGES 
of Uruguay and Lieutenant CHALLE 
of France from Spain to Brazil is 
the sixth successful attempt to cross 
the South Atlantic. It is a reminder 
that only once has a plane been 
flown west across the North Atlan- 
tic to North America. It may fairly 
be concluded that the course from 
Western Continental Europe down 
the African coast and thence by 
way of the Cape Verde Islands to 
Natal, Brazil, invites favorable con- 
sideration for a regular air service. 
That the difficulties of the no?thern 
route will be overcome is the belief 
of aeronautical experts, but a safe 
passage over the route to South 
America no longer excites surprise. 
In 1922 two Portuguese airmen, 
Commander CaBRAL and Captain 
CONTINHO, after many delays and 
two wrecks, flew from Lisbon to 
Brazil. They made slow work of 
their adventure, spending two 
months and a half in reaching Rio 
de Janeiro, but they were the origi- 
nal pioneers. It was a triumph for 
the Portuguese nation that had 
founded an empire in Brazil. It is 
in keeping with historical precedent 
that the Spaniards and Italians were 
also adventurous in making aerial 
voyages westward over the South 
Atlantic. Commander RAMON FRAN- 
co set out in an airplane for Argen- 
tina on Jan. 22, 1926, and, flying 
by way of Brazil, arrived in Argen- 
tina on Feb. 10, 6,232 miles in 60 
hours 59 minutes of flight. He was 
received as an advance courier of 
commercial aviation, and the Span- 
iards began to talk of a regular ser- 
vice between the old country and 
their former colonies. There fol- 
lowed in 1927 the daring ventures 
of the Italian aviator PiNepo and 
the Frenchmen Coste and LE&sRix. 
Their flights took in Brazil and Ar- 
gentina and ended in the United 
States. PINEDO, who used a seaplane, 
returned across the Atlantic to the 
Azores, while the Frenchmen took 
ship to Japan and flew thence to 
Paris. It was a great year for the 
South Atlantic passage. SARMIENTO 
Berres, @ Portuguese pilot, also made 
a flight to Brazil, in:a seaplane. 
In July, 1928, the Italians, Ferra- 
RIN and DeL PReTs, made a non- 








and prestige of commercial aviation. 
They are pioneers all, and they blaze 
the way to. regular services over 
oceans and across continents. 


-THE WAR DEBTS. 

Ratification by the Senate of the 
Mellon-Bérenger agreement virtually 
concludes ‘the process of regulating 
Europe’s war debts to the United 
States. The settlement with France 
is the fourteenth of the kind. There 
remains only Russia. That is obvi- 
ously a problem by itself, and in any 
case the amount of our claims on 
the Russian Government, $188,000,- 
000,.:is a trifle compared with the 
sum of more than $22,000,000,000 
which we have arranged to collect 
in the next fifty-seven or fifty-eight 
years. This does not include about 
$1,100,000,000 already paid us, al- 
most entirely by Great Britain. 

Of the huge total, slightly more 
than half represents the funded prin- 
cipal. The rest is interest calculated 
on a different basis in the case of 
different debtors. Great Britain, 
whose payments will aggregate $11,- 
106,000,000, or more than half the 
total, agreed in 1923 to pay 3 per 
cent interest for the first ten years 
and 3% per cent thereafter. The 
average rate over the entire fifty- 
two-year period has been officially 
calculated at 3.306 per cent. That 
rate we have also applied to the 
smallest of our debtors—Finland, 
Estonia, Hungary, &c.—and a slight- 
ly higher rate, 3.32, to Czechoslo- 
vakia and Rumania. It is not that 
we have wished to grind the faces of 
the humble, but that the capital 
sums involved were small and the 
capacity to pay demonstrated. But 
with France, Italy and Belgium it 
is another matter. The averaged 
interest for Belgium over the entire 
period is calculated at 1.79 per cent, 
for France at 1.64 per cent and for 
Italy at four-tenths of 1 per cent. 
What has really happened in these 
cases is that the annual payments 
were determined as lump sums in- 
stead of by percentages, as in the 
case of Great Britain. If outraged 
Catos in the Senate choose to cry 
* cancellation,” they are within their 
rights. The words principal and in- 
terest have obviously wandered far 
from home when, over the same 
period, Great Britain pays on about 
four and a half billion dollars princi- 
pal six and a half billion dollars in- 
terest, whereas France pays on four 
billions principal less than three bil- 
lions interest; or when Italy pays 
$365,000,000 interest on more than 
two billions of principal, while Bel- 
gium pays $310,000,000 interest on 
one-fifth of Italy’s principal. Half the 
settlements have been adjusted on 
the basis of “ capacity to pay.” 

Over the space of fifty-eight 
years, then, the United States will 
receive from its European debtors 
an average of $380,000,000 annually. 
At present we are already getting 
something over $200,000,000 a year, 
and with the earlier French annu- 
ities this will amount to about $250,- 
000,000. The peak will come a dozen 
years from now, when the French 
annuity attains its maximum of 
$125,000,000 and Great Britain is 
paying interest at the rate of 3% 
per cent. But in the liquidation of 
war problems the near dozen years 
behind us has witnessed such no- 
table revisions that one cannot speak 
with assurance of rock-bound fixity 
within a similar period to come. If 
changes occur, they will come under 
the pressure of events. Until then it 
is undoubtedly best that the busi- 
ness of the war debts has been 
regulated, and that the process of 
reciprocal irritation feeding on un- 
certainty has been brought to an 
end. As between us and our debt- 
ors, future attitudes on the debts will 
be shaped not by controversy but by 
experience. We shall grow better 
informed with the years concerning 
the real cost of paying war debts 
and the real advantage of collect- 
ing them.

LAMARCK’S CENTENARY. 


The centenary of LAMARCK’s death 
has arrived, but proof of .his theory 
concerning the transmission of “ ac- 
quired characteristics ” has not come 
to share in the celebration of this 
day. Professor MCDOUGALL is still 
going forward with his experiments, 
with rats repeating the training 
process and “selecting adversely,” 
thus putting Lamarckian transmis- 
sion to its severest test. In La- 
MARCK’sS own prefatory statement of 
his doctrine a new want gives birth 
to a new organ or function, or, as a 
later philosopher has maintained: 
“The soul is sure to mold for itself 
“such a body as its wants and voca- 
“tion require.” In addition, the 
change wrought through “ appe- 
tence,” the reaching out in one direc- 
tion or another, is transmissible. So 
many elements enter, however, into 
inheritance that it seems impossible 
to make the demonstration in the 
case of man. When each person has 
nearly a billion ancestors, to go no 
further back than the Battle of Has- 
tings, of varying qualities and po- 
tencies, the value of each factor 
is difficult if not impossible to 
trace. 

It would be of interest to follow 
the history of certain families in 
which a certain character has shown 
itself markedly through several gen- 
erations, as for example that of the 
illustrious BERNOULLI brothers, sons 
and grandsons. The father of the 
first of this famous family wished 
his son, the mathematician, JACQUES 
BERNOULLI, to be a clergyman, but 
having acquired a passion for math- 
ematics through happening upon 
some geometrical figures that “ fell 
in his way” he attained an emi- 
nence which in some respects gave 
him “ a place by the side of NEWTON 
and LEIBNITZ.” That his younger 
brother JEAN should have shown 
like predilection and become a rival 
of his, indicates the influence of en- 
vironment. But that one of the lat; 
ter’s sons, DANIEL, should have been 
able to divide a notable prize with 
him, that another, NICOLAS, was 
considered worthy to carry on the 
torch of science from his father’s 
hand, that another, JEAN, should 
have been chosen as his father’s 
successor in the professorship of 
mathematics in the University of 
Basle and should have won three 
times the prize of the Academy of 
Science of Paris, and that in the 
next generation two others of the 
family, JEAN and JACQUES, should 
have attained distinction in the same 
field, one of them winning his doc- 
tor’s degree at 13 and appointment 
as astronomer royal at Berlin at 19, 
while the other turned aside from 
law to follow his “hereditary taste 
for geometry” and became a uni- 
versity professor at 21—all this 
looks to some inheritance. 

LAMARCK would doubtless wish to 
have written on his tomb as a 
prophecy something that he said in 
life: 

All that has been acquired, laid 
down or changed in the organiza- 
tion of individuals in the course of 
their life, is conserved by genera- 
tion and transmitted to the new in- 
dividuals which proceed from those 
who have undergone these changes. 

But the Q. E. D. is still waited for.

Shortly, 
after the war some one had the 
happy thought ‘of extending’ to pre- 
cinct captains the privilege of hav- 
ing a limited number of real estate 
assessments “adjusted.” This plan 
worked beautifully. Thousands upon 
thousands of taxpayers glowed with 
gratitude for favors rendered, and 
at the same time were put in a posi- 
tion where few of them: cared. to 
criticize so benevolent a dispensation. 

There was one difficulty. Reve- 
nues did not mount as fast as they 
should. The’public school system in 
particular. suffered. . Teachers be- 
gan to complain that the available 
funds were insufficient to operate 
the school system and to pay their 
salaries. Then, too, there were a 
“few misguided individuals in Cook 
“County who for some reason re- 
“fused to believe in Santa Claus.” 
There was a suspicion that taxation 
was not equitable. Assessments be- 
came a public issue, fanned by the 
utterances of a number of the more 
courageous citizens, and the local 
authorities were compelled to pub- 
lish the long-suppressed lists by 
street and number. Finally the 
State Tax Commission ordered a 
reassessment, It was then: discov- 
ered that tax valuations were on the 
average about 37 per cent of real 
values. The process of equalization 
resulted in a decrease in the assessed 
value of real estate within the city 
of Chicago of approximately $450,- 
000,000 and an increase of a like 
amount in the county outside the 
city, : 

Political appraisals, however, are 
not the only cause of Cook County’s 
acute difficulties. Government of 
city and county alike is an extraor- 
dinary patchwork. ‘“ No community 
“in this country presents a greater 
“complexity and multiplicity of 
“ political units.” It contains 415 
independent or semi-independent ad- 
ministrative agencies, each having 
the power to levy taxes. Within the 
city of Chicago itself there are thirty- 
one of these independent jurisdic- 
tions, including two mosquito-abate- 
ment districts, The County Clerk, 
poor fellow, has to compute over 450 
separate tax levies. Over 350 differ- 
ent officials are chosen by popular 
vote. within the city limits. A sin- 
gle voter may have the privilege of 
casting his ballot for as many as 
157 of them.

erican women seem to take a 
different point of view. Why, say 
many of them, should we wear long, 
uncomfortable, inconvenient costumes 
simply because they are prescribed 
by the French mode? In. protest 
against the dictatorship of Paris, a 
group of New York society women 
have organized a ‘‘Style League.” Its 
avowed purpose is to develop fashions 
directly suited to the tastes of those 
who will wear them, rather than to 
meet the caprices of those who sell 
them. An ultimatum was delivered 
that very long, flowing skirts would 
be reserved for evening wear, and 
that dresses for the street would not 
be longer than four to six inches 
below the knee. 

On both sides of the Atlantic the 
same solution seems to have been 
reached. It rather looks as if well- 
dressed American, English and 
French women will be wearing 
frocks of similar models nowadays, 
just as they did in the days when 
Paris was the unquestioned despot 
of fashion.

But 
it would seem that enough faithful 
conservatives must be left to stick 
to hickory and keep the shops going. 
Even those who sneakingly take up 
with the despised steel will have to 
order a lot of work in refitting their 
club heads. 

One common objection fs that the 
action of the golf committee is a sur- 
render to America, Yet our players, 
whether amateur or professional. 
who have gone to England to com- 
pete, have not done so ill when com- 
pelled to use a wooden shaft. This 
raises the doubt whether steel does 
mean, after all, lower scoring on the 
links. So much depends upon the 
man behind the golf club. Still if the 
great body of duffers at the game, 
of elderly gentlemen who feel that 
their play has gone off, can be en- 
couraged to believe that a steel shaft 
will cut their handicap, who could 
have the heart to discourage them? 
Their disillusion will. come soon 
enough.

HINTS FOR MAYOR WALKER. 


An Executive Department, Would 
_Help His Administration. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: _ 

Mayor ‘Walker’s great vote of con- 
fidence—and, though. tinctured. with 
complaisance, it was a real vote of 
confidence—opens ~the door to a 
really great second; term. In many 
of the duties that have come to be 
associated with his high office, Mayor 
Walker has been truly admirable, He 
is a superb host. His speaking. on 
any and-all occasions leaves little to 
be desired. He has a warm place in 
the heart of the whole city. 

As a business manager the Mayor 
has been well intentioned but less 
conspicuously successful. He has a 
sincere interest in improving the 
structure of the city’s government, 
and the establishment of the Depart- 
ment of Hospitals and the Sanitary 
Commission would be noteworthy 
achievements in any administration. 

The really big thing that should 
come next is the creation of an ex- 
ecutive department. The old pattern 
of line organization has served us 
well but it must be supplemented by 
a staff unit. There are: problems 
and responsibilities which cannot or 
should not be departmentalized. Pur- 
chasing, personnel, the control of ex- 
penditures, architectural and engi- 
neering supervision, and the exami- 
nation of vouchers are matters that 
affect all departments but are of 
Sreatest concern to the Executive, 
who must take responsibility for the 
budget as a whole. 

This problem has been some years 
in emerging. Mitchel not only relied 
on the Commissioner of Accounts, an 
office he had filled so well himself, 
but he gave Bruére, the Chamber- 
lain, a roving commission that far 
exceeded the narrow duties of Cham- 
berlain. Even Hylan perceived, at 
least for a time, the need for such 
assistance. Grover Whalen was on 
the way to becoming Lord High 
Everything of the Hylan household 
when he was withdrawn to the more 
prosaic responsibilities of commerce. 
The Hylan Administration closed 
with two other important contribu- 
tions in the form of the offices of 
Budget Director and Assistant to the 
Mayor, 

The present need fs for a unifica- 
tion of the staff units. which already 
exist. The Departments of Purchase 
and of Investigations and Accounts 
are independent establishments. They 
might much more appropriately be 
bureaus in an executive department. 
Perhaps the Budget Director should 
follow them. The Mayor now has a 
staff engineer whose work may soon 
develop to suitable bureau propor- 
tions. A personal legal adviser is 
another need which this administra- 
tion has been the first to recognize. 
The vesting of the control of person- 
nel in such an executive department 
is logical and necessary, however dif- 
ficult. The head of the department 
would be the lineal descendant of 
the Assistant to the. Mayor. 

The Mayor has more duties im- 
posed upon him by the charter than 
any human could possibly discharge. 
Besides his heavy responsibilities in 
the Board of Estimate and the Sink- 
ing Fund Commission, he must sit 
on the Board of City Record, the 
Armory Board and’numerous library, 
museum, and other bodies involving 
important public policies. It may 
seem radical to propose that the 
assistant represent the Mayor and 
vote for him, but this is precisely 
what is needed if the administration 
is to have an effective voice in the 
numerous minor bodies. It is needed 
even in the Board of Estimate and 
Sinking Fund Commission if a 
proper continuity of executive lead- 
ership is to be provided. At present 
every Borough President has two 
subordinates who may sit and vote 
in his absence. The Controller has 
three, Yet the Mayor, who is infi- 
nitely more burdened, has no such 
privilege. The office of Assistant 
to the Mayor should develop into the 
most important administrative post 
in the entire City Government. But 
its incumbent should devote himself 
to the great press of routine businesa 
and leave the porch of City Hall to 
his chief. Here is a job for a real 
manager and the Mayor: should 
make it clear that no others need 
apply, 

There is precedent for this in New 
York State and in the nation. Gov- 
ernor Smith not only surrounded 


himself with an able group of staff 
assistants that vastly magnified his 
own vigor and. effectiveness but, 
when the consolidation of State de- 
partments was. effected, saw. to it 
that the Executive Department was 
pag! ex ed to meet. his 
deas. President Hoover has already 
done much in the way of improving 
executive control. 

With the board eres which home 
rule gives the city over its govern- 
mental structures such c es 
could be effected without delay. 
Mayor Walker could find no_ better 
way to er hi rm.

BUTLER LAUDS REICH’S RISE 





Cites Achievements of Einstein. 
Mann, Graf Zeppelin and Bremen 
—Defines “Higher Patriotism.” 





_ Economie ‘and political relation; 
between. Germany and .the United 
States ahd the cordiality of feeling 
that has replaced that of a decade 
ago formed the main topics at a din- 
ner last night in honor of Baro» 
Friedrich von Prittwitz und Gaffron, 
German Ambassador to the. United 
States, at the Lotos Club. 

It was the Lotos Club’s first din- 
ner to a German diplomat since 
1914, when Count von Bernstorff 
was the guest of honor, and the im- 
portant events that had taken place 
in the interval were discuss by 
‘Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, presi- 
dent of Columbia University and of 
the Lotos: Club; Alanson B. Hough. 
ton, former Ambassador to Germany 
and to Great Britain; Baron von 
Prittwitz. and Professor John Er- 
skine. 

Dr. Butler declared: 

“The highest tribute that we can 
pay to those millions who so bravely 
and so unselfishly sacrificed their 
lives in that great contest and the 
noblest monument which we can 
build to their memory are to be con- 
ceived in the spirit of Appomattox 
and of Locarno.”’ 


He Defines Patriotism. 


The term patriotism was defined 
by Dr. Butler, who said: 
“The higher patriotism is not self- 


ish, nor vain, nor opinionated, nor - 
combative. Those traits belong to 
the wall of prejudice, personal and 
national, which is so often painted 
to look like patriotism. The higher 
patriotism sees in one’s nation a 
moral personality with a conscience 
as well as an intelligence, and with 
a@ purpose as well as an interest. The 
higher patriotism asks not alone for 
opportunity to thrive and to gain but 
for opportunity to succor and to 
serve.’”’ 

Discussing the rise of Germany 
from the war and economic troubles, 
Dr. Butler dealt with the outstanding 
achiévements in art, literature and 
industry. He recalled that the ab- 
stract science of the world was 
hanging on the words and exposi- 
tions of Albert Einstein, and also 
ty of Thomas Mann, winner of 
the Nobel prize in literature. 

“The airship Graf Zeppelin,’ he 
added, ‘‘has circled the globe with 
the eyes of all mankind turned upon 
it to measure its daily progress and 
to wish it well. The great transat- 
lantic steamship bearing the name of 
a proud commercial city, Bremen, is 
just now monarch of the seas. In- 
dustry is being rebuilt more rapidly 
than one would have dared prédict 
a decade ago.’ 

Dr. Butler paid tribute to the 
memory of Dr. Gustav Stresemann, 
whom he described as ‘‘an outstand- 
ing and pre-eminent captain of the 
human spirit and spokesman for all 
that is best in the mind, the heart 
and the soul of the new Germany. 
This truly. great builder of concord 
and good-will fortunately lived long 
enough to see the work of his hands 
risé so that all.men might look upon 
it, but he was unhappily taken be- 
fore the work had reached its full 
strength and its full beauty.’’ 


Ambassador Stresses Education. 


Baron yon Prittwitz devoted most 
of his speech to an analysis of the 
political and industrial life of the 


new. Germany. He acknowledged 
the great financial assistance ac- 
corded by the United States in the 
building up of his country, and said: 
‘The way to same democracy and 
good relationship between the va- 
rious classes is primarily not a prob- 
lem of legislation but a question of 
education. The leaders of our 
schools and_ colleges, therefore, 
share with the political leaders the 
bby, onary omgnand for the future. Where- 
as'in the past emphasis was laid on 
the purely intellectual training, now- 
days this development of social, emo- 
tional and physical qualities is con- 
sidered the main object of education. 
“The struggle for economic recov- 
ery has proved to be the most diffi- 
cult test of the character of the Ger- 
man people, and has had es the 
reatest influence in forming modern 
ermany’s mind. Threatened By bol- 
shevism, Goprlued of commodities, 
demoralized by the sufferings of the 
war, the German people overcame 
the torpor of the immediate post-war 
period and set to work again. 

“All classes cooperated in keeping 
the ship of the:German State afloat 
and helped to steer it through the 
time of inflation and poverty. Al- 
though times of hardship strengthen 
the character of the people an - 
haps develop their creative faculties, 
business life, as such, lacked that 
normal! steadiness of development

Many of the letters indicated that/: 


the distress first presented ten days 
ago in one hundred numbered cases 
has stuck in the memory of readers 
after they had forgotten the case 
numbers. Many contributions were 
received yesterday ‘‘for the old ballet 
dancer,” and others. for ‘‘the old 
music teacher,’’. whose case has not 
be printed during the past nine 


days. 

Phe process of forgetting the needy 
does not seem to be.easy, for several 
letters indicated that wives con- 
tinued to remind their husbands and 
watch the daily acknowledgmei.t 
columns until their checks for the 
Neediest had been listed. Others 
whose letters began to appear in the 
mail yesterday were old contributors 
who explained that they had given 
every year since the fund was insti- 
tuted in 1912, and were beginning to 
worry lest it should not come up to 
the amount received last year. 


Watches Progress of Fund.

Until last Spring 
it was in a storeroom at the Smith- 
sonian Institution in Washington. 
More than three times the price of 
this relic was realized by a single 
Lincoln letter. G..A. Baker & Co. 
gave $7,800 for an autograph letter 
which Lincoln wrote in 1860 to Henry 
J. Raymond, then editor of THz New 
Yorx Times, a Republican and sup- 
porter of Lincoln. In this letter Lin- 
coln declared that he was not pledged 
to the ultimate extinction of slavery, 
that he ‘‘does not hold the black man 
to be equal of the white, unqualified- 
ly,’’ and never did stigmatize South- 
ern white people as immoral and un- 
Christian. 

A letter by Edgar Allan Poe de- 
scribing his financial ambitions and 
his parting with Graham’s Magazine 


went to the Rosenbach Company for 
$3,500. The same buyers gave $4,100 
for forty-four prgce of the original 
autograph rou raft manuscript of 
Irving’s ‘‘Knickerbocker’s History of 
New York.”

The peetical and ravishingly beau- 
tiful performance of Brahms’s Sec- 


ond symphony given by Leopold Sto- | Th 


kowski and the Philadelphia Orches- 
tra last night in Carnegie Hall called 
to mind afresh the wonder and the 
complete originality of this work. It 
is more unique, as a composition, 
than the epical First symphony of 
the same composer. The First sym- 
phony, for.sheer originality, has the 
incomparable introductions of the 
first and last. movements, to say 
nothing of all the rest of the work. 
But the mood and form of this first 
emenens. an expression which 
sprin rom romanticism, ‘‘Sturm 
und Drang,’’ and the sublimation of 
the kind of thing recounted in novels 
Spiel and other minor 
rman literary lights of the ro- 
mantic era was proclaimed and cast 
into everlasting form ‘by Beethoven. 
The Second mepneay is of smaller 
mold, but. all ahms. The move- 
ment which replaces the Beethoven 
scherzo—that is to say, the delicious 
allegretto—in itself would support 
such a statement. For this is wholly 
new and original with Brahms. The 
technic is new; the mood is ex- 
pressed in a way not approximated 
by any other composer. Of course 
the instrumentation not only sur- 
passes in sheer beauty any other or- 
chestral work that Brahms produced, 
but it is alone in its color scheme in 
symphonic literature. Who has pro- 
duced such vernal loveliness in the 
orchestra? Who other than Brahms, 
long condemned for his instrumenta- 
tion, has colors so deep, so rich and 
yet so clear? These are like the 
colors of nature, of which the eye 
never tires, at which we perpetually 
marvel; which are never old and 
never, to our eyes, the same. In 
fact the Second symphony, played 
in the Winter, always conveys a mis- 
leading impression, for it is impossi- 
ble to listen to this, one of the love- 
liest of all symvhonies, and not to 
think of the year at the Spring. 
When this symphony is played by 
such an orchestra as that of Phila- 
delphia, and when the conductor is 
Stokowski in “n inspired mood, the

Such instrumental dress, not only 
appropriate but revealing, gives Mr. 
Stokowski the opportunity for one ot 
his greatest interpretations, and the 
greatness of his interpretation of the 
short and simple B minor prelude 
lies precisely in_ its masterly sim- 
plicity.

The Theatre Guild, probably the 
most powerful producing organiza- 
tion in what remains of the Ameri- 
can theatre, last night made a happy 
return to the experiments of its 
earlier and less prosperous days 
when it introduced its studio at Mar- 
tin Beck’s handsome playhouse. 
This studio, composed of the younger 
element within the Guild, devoted 
its attention to a play from Soviet 
Russia, the second to have come to 
New York since the revolution. Its 
name was ‘‘Red Rust,’”’ and it. may 
be described at the outset as being 
novel and almost continuously in- 
teresting and stimulating. 

It is not, as one might --~sume 
from the fact that it was produced 
at the Moscow Proletarian Theatre 
in 1927, an out-and-out piece of 
propaganda. The Soviet régime, to 
be sure, is talked about in the light 
of its ambitions and aspirations, 
and the noble idealist who seems 
to represent communism at its the- 
oretical best is the rather passive 
hero. But the play projects into the 
foreground so emphatically the vil- 
lainous Terekhine, who has used the 
powers and opportunities granted 
him by the new freedom for his 
own lustful ends, that it seems al- 
most at times to have been’ written 
by a couple of fellows who were not 
entirely satisfied with Russia’s ex- 
periment. 

This Terekhine has been an ardent 
revolutionist since 1917. One of the | 
most thorough villains that have 
swaggered through Times Square in 
some months, his long service to the 
cause enables him to do pretty much | 
as he pleases, or so he thinks. In| 


his ‘bestiality he keeps just Sicatn | 


the flexible marriage laws, and it 


is not until he commits murder that 
affairs turn against him. Even then 
the murder is accepted as a suicide, 
and he at first gets off with a repri- 
mand from the Commission of Con- 
trol. But Fedor, the idealist, whose 
chief crime is that he has been born 
of bour Epeais parents, is not satis- 
fied, and eventually tracks down the 
real facts, 

The hapless woman whose life 
Terekhine ruins is the patient, kindly 
Nina. Although he scoffs at marriage 
as ‘‘middle-class’’—which seems to be 


the play’s chief term of opprobrium | 


for the conventions and.customs of 
another time or another land—he 
lives with her as her husband, while 
he has a wife and child in the coun- 
try. His brutality and his torture 
are too much for her. She wants to 
die, but how? To commit suicide is 
plainly against the Soviet laws. 

inally he provides the way out by 
killing her, with the result that he 
is caught up in the toils of the State. 

If that plot were all of ‘‘Red 
Rust,’’ it would indicate a highly 
melodramatic play, and probably not 
a very good one. While the suspi- 
~cion remains that it is a better show 
than a play; there is considerably 
more to it than the ag ve ac: | 
count indicates. For one th ‘Red | 
Rust’’*has a stirring quali: and, 
even in dialogue, which, in ransia- 
tion, sometimes sounds like parts of 
“The Front Page’’. crossed with 
Channing Pollock, it provides the in- 
valuable essential of illusion. The 
people seem to be real Russians as 
often as they seem to be Theatre 
Guild actors, and you are conscious 
of the teetnundous upheaval which 
that nation has experienced and 
from which it is coting its indi- 
vidual State and civilization. 

As Terekhine, Herbert J. Biberman, 
who also waged the play understand- 
ingly, acts with great relish and unc- 
tion. It is a part which demands 
‘those. qualities. .Gale. Sondergaard 
er a different sort of Nina from 

he one she was called upon to pre- 
sent in ‘Strange Interlude,”’ and 
plays her with quiet skill.

Actors’ Publication, in ‘Faitorial, 
Urges Use of Theatie. ‘Board to 
Prevent Decline of Profession. 


A conference of leaders represent- 


_|ing various branches: of the tlegiti- 


mate theatre to work otit a program 
to prevent the economic decline of 
the stage is proposed by the Actors’ 
Eyuity Association in the December 
issue of Equity, out yesterday. 

The editorial cites the recent meet- 
ings of business men called by Presi- 
dent Hoover, and says that the same 
principles could well be applied at 
this time to aid the, theatre. 

“There is already available the 
machinery for such a conference,” 
the editorial continues. ‘“The Amer- 
ican Theatre Board plan of organiza- 
tion has been thoroughly discussed 
and at least endorsed in principle by 
all the factors concerned with the 

roducing end of the theatre. Equity 
believes that the organization of the 
American Theatre Board should be 
completed and ‘that the matter of the 
economic problems of the theatre 
should be laid before it.’’ 

Equity says such an. organization 
as the Theatre Board could deter- 
mine the accuracy or inaccuracy of 
the allegations made against the 
theatrical managers by the actors’ 
organization last month when its 
membership rejected, by a large vote, 
the proposal for Sunday nig 
formances. At that, time Equity as- 
serted that not until the managers 
had cleaned house in regard to ticket 
speculation and other matters would 
the actors consider giving up their 
day of rest. 

The American Theatre Board was 
organized in the Spring of 1928 by 
representatives of Equity, the Dram- 
atists’ Guild .and the pro@icers, 
Last Winter it held several meetings, 
but it has never been in active opera- 
tion.

N ordinary Wednesday afternoon on the grounds 
of the United States Military Academy at West 
Point. means that at»the hour of 2:30 the broad, 

fiat parade grounds surrounded by the pilcs of gray 
tuildings are dotted here and there with groups of 
cadets playing with lacrosse sticks, hitting golf balls, 
throwing footballs about—amusing themselves with 
the various forms of outdoor activity in which every 
cadet in the academy must take part. 

But today is not an ordinary Wednesday, and at just 
about that hour this afternoon the peaceful regularity 
of the scene will be upset by the sudden, stabbing 
blare of band music.. Today is the day when the foot- 
ball squad of the Army boards its special train and 
heads West for Palo Alto and Stanford University, 
and the cadets of the academy have not quite learned 
agreement with the students of other seats of football 
in the Bast regarding send-offs. No one has been able 
to convince them as yet that mass meetings and cheers 
for departing teams are undignified and a bit absurd. 

The band will come noisily popping into the open, 
swing to the left and head toward the gymnasium 
building, where a row of big motor buses is stand- 
ing along the curb. Behind the band will be the 
cadets, swinging along for once out of regular forma- 
tion and making any kind of noise they feel like, just 
so that it is loud enough. 


The Long Trek Starts. 


The band will stop in the little square formed near 
the gymnasium and the cadets will close up around 
it. The noise. reverberating from the walls, will be 
come almost deafening. The cheer leaders will clam- 
ber through and mount the steps, and the noise grad- 
ually will take shape as cheers and songs. 

Then the doors of the gym will open and the play- 
ers, with very solemn faces and looking neither to 
right nor left, will come out ‘quickly and clamber into 
the buses. .Frank Wandle, .the trainer, his ruddy 
face calm and good natured, will hover about, count- 
ing noses and shcuting.irstructions into ears as the 
farewell. of the. cadets, in a-steady, unbroken roar, 
bounces. back from the stone walls. 

Finally, the first bus will let go with its shrill, warn- 
ing siren and a preliminary burst of snorting from its 
engine. The band will swing around and start toward 
the long hill that leads down to the little railroad 
station of West Point. ‘ 

Behind the band, the cadets will march singing, and 
then will come th2 buses, adding, now and then, to 
the din with their horns. 


Biff Jones Goes Along. 


When the procession reaches the top of the turn 
down tke hill, a little group of men in civilian clothes 
who hay? been waiting there will turn and walk down 
alongside the noise and uproar. These will be the 
coaches, and one of them will be turning his back on 
West Point for the last time. The trip is not only the 
first to the Coast of any Army team, it is also the last 
West Point ussignment for one of the most successful 
and popular coaches Army teams have had.

The entraining: of the Army squad for the Stanford 


-trip.is the. last Eastern act of Biff Jones in football 


unless he comes back to some other Eastern college. 
His tour of duty at West, Point is ended with this sea- 
son. He goes.to the artillery school at’ Fort Sill when 
the engagement with Stanford is filled. . 

On ‘the platform of the station there will be wait- 
ing the cfficers’ wives and officers. who are staying at 
home. They will have to shout their farewells, for the 
roar of the cadets will continue unbroken until the 
train pulls away from the station and shoots out of 
sight through the tunnel, headed West. 


A Military Operation. 


The transportation of the big squad across the conti- 
nent is being conducted with the precision and effi- 
ciency of a military operation. As each man climbs 
aboard the train he is presented with a printed card. 
On one side of the card will be the bunking’ arrange- 
ment; on the other'a complete itinerary, down to the 
hour of arrival back at West Point next month. 

The arising hours, the meal hours, the practice hours 
and the retiring hours are all set: now before the start 
of the trip. In the two dining cars will be the same 
staff of waiters and chefs who have handled Army 
trips for the past several years. They need no instruc- 
tions, and they are among the best of their trade, for 
they spead the ess important part of their lives at- 
tending to the wants of ordinary diners on the Twen- 
tieth Century and other crack fliers. 

A freight car has been added to the train, and half 
of it.is filled with spring water, so that the Army 
players will not have to accustom themselves to new 
water on the trip. Two baggage cars have been fitted 
out with showers and rubbing tables, so that at the 
three stops made during the four-day trip the players 


‘can..practice almost a full hour and then rush back 


to the train and dress on it without wasting that time. 
East Well Represented. 


Army has not been able to do much in the way of 
practice since the frigid encounter with Notre Dame 
at the Yankee Stadium. But in that game they gave 
every aprearance of knowing about all the football 
they might learn with practice this year. They have 
been working, whenever the weather permitted, at the 
Point, but this has not been very often. 

The rest is rather apt to be beneficial to them, and 
as they penetrate further into the West the. weather 
may moderate and permit better work, They arrive 
six days before the game with Stanford is scheduled, 
and they ought to be in pretty good shape for this 
game. 

Army has not won a single major engagement this 
season, It has lost to Yale, Illinois and Notre Dame 
and been tied by Harvard. Yet it heads West with 
the full backing of Eastern football people as a truly 
representative team of this district. And it carries 
with it all of the good luck the district can send with 
a game team that never knew when it was licked and 
is apt to be a very hard team to upset on Dec. 28.

Stocks Inactive, Advances Pre- 
dominate—Money Rate Un- 
changed, Sterling Firm. 








Yesterday’s markets indicated some- 
thing like financial slack © water. 
Transactions on the Stock Exchange 
were less than two and a half million 
shares, and the day’s movement of 
prices was irregular. The predomi- 
nant drift was toward higher prices 
and a number of shares scored 6 
and 7 point advances. But part of 
these gains was lost before the close 
and there were scattered declines, 
two of them running to 10 or 20 
points. . 
The apathy in stocks was not sur- 
prising; it is usual at this distance 
of time from a severe financial con- 


vulsion. Even in 1907, whose panic 
occurred at nearly the same Autumn 
date as that of the present year, the 
market in the middle of December 
was precisely like the markets of 
this week—though the average daily 
trading then of less than 500,000 
shares looks odd to the present 
generation. December was an active 
and disastrous month in the stock 
market of 1920. But for that there 
were two reasons: belated discovery 
of the highly critical condition of 
certain great industries and institu- 
tions, and consequent very heavy 
sales by real investors to ‘‘establish 
losses’ for. income-tax returns, with 
the expectation of buying back the 
stocks at lower prices after the year- 
end. There has doubtless been some 
selling of the kind this month, but 
apparently not of large proportions. 

Rather general weakening of prices 


‘| for bonds yesterday, including United 


States Government securities, was 
less easy to understand. It is possi- 
ble, though hardly probable as an im- 
portant influence, that some of the 
“taken-over’’ accounts’ comprised 
bonds as well as stocks and that 
selling of such holdings has offset 
an anticipatory ‘‘reinvestment de- 
However this may be, it is 
the somewhat curious fact that, while 
THs Tres “averages” of foreign 
bonds are now nearly 2 points above 
the low October level, yesterday's 
average worked out nearly % point 
below the present month’s highest 
and was the low point of the year. 
Money rates did not change yester- 
day; foreign exchange .rates held 
firm, except for a sharp break in 
rates on South American markets 
and some reaction in the rate on 
Berlin. 

The German Reichsbank’s state- 
ment of yesterday reflected the 
bank’s efforts, not as yet very suc- 
cessful, to build up its gold reserve. 
Since the week of the American 
panic it has added nearly $7,000,000 
to its holdings, mostly in small con- 
signments from London, New York 
and possibly Russia. Its gold reserve 
is still $105,000,000 less than a year 
ago, whereas its outstanding note 
circulation is $39,000,000 greater and 
has lately approached the high point 
of its recent history—which it will al- 
mox’: certainly pass at the coming 
year-end. This explains why. the 
Reichsbank refuses to lower its 7 per 
cent official rate, despite the present 
5 per cent bank rate at London and 
the 3% at Paris. Apparently, Berlin 
is awaiting resumption in force of 
the flow of American capital into the 
German market.

IN FLING AT PRENDERGAST 





Socialist Tells Legislators Third 
Party Should Be Represented 
on Service Commission. 





Condemning the present system of 
public utility regulation and making 
pointed sallies at the’ personnel «of 
the Public Service Commission, Nor- 
man’ Thomas,” Socialist leader, en- 
livened the proceedings yesterday at 
the inquiry of the legislative com- 
mission on revision of the public 
service law at the Bar Association 
building. 

Although Mr. Thomas devoted 
himself chiefly to suggesting re- 
forms .in regulation, he frankly ad- 
mitted that he did not have mich 
faith in the efficacy of any kind of 
regulation. 

“The thing that I am aiming at 
just as fast as I can get it is com- 
plete public ownership: of power,”’ 
he said. ‘‘The most effective regu- 
lation of rates in the interest of the 
consumer is found in publicly owned 
and operated plants. We do not be- 


lieve that public service commis- 
sions occasionally interfering from 
the outside with the attempts of 
companies to secure. maximum 
profits can ever safeguard the in- 
terests of the public as well as can 
public representatives of public. cor- 

rations working constructively on 
he inside and aiming at production 
and distribution at cost. 

“We believe that the privately con- 
trolled power interests with their 
growing concentration are an in- 
creasing menace to our democracy, 
partly because of the kind of propa- 
ganda they carry on, and that no 
kind of guarantee can be made cf 
keeping down these corporations 
even to a reasonable profit without 
the enlargement of the regulating 
forces into a great State bureau- 
cracy.”’ 


Wants Third Party Represented. 

Among his specific suggestions for 
improving the present Public Service 
Commission, Mr. Thomas asked that 
at least one commissioner be ap- 
pointed to represent ‘‘any third party 


polling in excess of 100,000 votes.’’ 

“T am naturally concérnéed in the 
point of view of a third party,” he 
said, ‘‘because to my mind there is 
not enough difference between the 
other parties to matter to which 
party the other commissioners be- 
long. That is my point of view and 
you are welcome to yours.”’ 

At the intimated doubt that it was 
wise policy to have a commission 
with a dictated point of view, the 
witness added: “I take it the: Gov- 
ernor now considers the point of 
view of an appointee when he con- 
siders anything besides his political 
and geographical availability. It 
would be hard to explain some of 
the commission appointments on any 
other basis than the last, however.’’ 

“Have you considered the advis- 
ey. of having a rotati chair- 
manship in the commission?’”’ asked 
Professor James C. Bonbtight, a 
member of the investigating body. 

‘In the present Bublic Service Com- 
mission,’’ replied the witness, taking 
a fling at Chairman William A. 
Prendergast, ‘‘there would be a.vary 

eat deal to be said for that.’’ Add- 
ng that a six-year term was long 
enough for a commissioner, he con- 
tinued: ‘It would be sufficient to 
permit a commissioner to learn his 
way around and not too long so that 
he would get to have a proprietary 
rrnawre = the oe Hg Ry a 
patronizing wa owar e public 
and in a Scnachannaterty attitude to- 
ward the mere consumers.”’ 


Suggests ‘‘People’s Counsel.” 
Mrs. Thomas's principal proposals 
included the determination of a 
fixed rate base for every utility with- 
out the inclusion of “‘such illusory 
terms as ‘going value,’ ’’ the limita- 


tion. of a fair» return on .value to 
about 6 per cent, and the fixing of 
future increase in property value at 
the actual additional investment. He 
would have holding companies de- 
clared to be public utilities and sub- 
ject to the commission, and he pro- 
posed that municipalities and con- 
sumer organizations be entitled to 
foe dig: er in all utility cases. To aid 

purpose he su gested a people’s 
counsel which would be independent 
of the commission. 

Referring to the lack of public rep- 
resentation at the 1928 hearing, when 
the merger of the Consolidated Gas 
and Brooklyn Edison, companies was 
approved, he said: ‘‘Rate reductions 
as a result of the merger were prom- 
ised by responsible officials of the 
companies, but in spite of an in- 
crease in dividend rates to the stock- 
holders of more than $7,000,000 an- 
nually the consumers are still await- 
in .eir share of the benefits.’’ 

Rie lation of motor truck commo 
carriers to safeguard the interests o 
shippers by eliminatin~ cut-rate com- 
panies not financially reliable was 
advocated by T. D. Pratt, general 
manager of the Motor Truck Swners 
Association of America. He urged 
that minimum but not maximum 
rates be fixed by the Public Service 
Commission. Supervision of compa- 
nies engaged in furniture moving 
would be particularly beneficial, he

Brother-in-Law of John 
Rockefeller Jr. Elected to 
Succeed Austin. 





WILL. QUIT LAW. PRACTICE 





Son of the Late Rhode Island Sena- 
tor Is 44——Served in Navy 
During War. 





Winthrop W. Aldrich, brother-in- 
law of John D. Rockefeller Jr. and 
leader of the Rockefeller forces in 
their recent fight to oust Colonel 
Robert W. Stewart from his position 
as chairman of the Standard Oil 
Company of Indiana, was elected 
yesterday president of the Equitable 
Trust Company of New York, fourth 
largest bank in the city, Mr, Ald- 
rich succeeds Chellis A. Austin, who 
died suddenly last Friday from a 
heart attack. i 

The new president of the Equitable | 
is a partner in the firm of Murray, | 
Aldrich & Webb, who have been! 
counsel for the Equitable for twenty- 
five years. For the last ten years he! 
has been active in handling the legal | 
affairs of the bank. While he will 
eontinue as @ member of the le 
firm, he expects to devote his entire 
time to the bapa ween f of the trust 
company and will not practice law 
after he has finished the cases upon 
which he is now engaged. 

Mr. Aldrich is the son of Nelson W. 
Aldrich, who was for many years 
United States Senator from Rhode 
Island and who served thereafter as 
chairman of the National Monetary 
Commission. He was born in Provi- 
dence, R. I., forty-four years ago, 
studied at Harvard University and 
Harvard Law School and was ad-} 
mitted to the New York bar in.1912. 
Between 1916 and 1917 Mr. Aldrich 
was a member of the law firm of 
Byrne, Cutcheon & Taylor, who were 
counsel for the New York Trust 
Company. His experience as a legal 
adviser to large New York banks has 
thus been extensive. 


Was Naval Officer in War. 


During the war Mr. Aldrich served 
as a lieutenant in the United States 
Naval Reserve, acting as navigating 


officer of the U.-S..S. Niagara. It 
was upon the conclusion of the war 
that he entered the firm of which he 
is. now a member. 

Mr. Aldrich attained wide public 
notice when he acted as generalissimo 
for the Rockefeller interests in the 

roxy fight which resulted in the res- 
gnation of Colonel Stewart. The lat- 
ter was removed from the chairman- 
ship of the Standard Oil Company of 
Indiana at the behest of J. D. Rocke- 
feller Jr., because of the attitude he 
adopted toward the Senate investiga- 
tion of the oil scandals. 

The selection of Mr. Aldrich as 
president of the uitable leaves no 
room for doubt as to where the con- 
trol of that bank lies. Wall Stréet 
needed little assurance in this con- 
nection, as it has generally been as- 
sumed for some time that the hold- 
ings of John D. Rockefeller and his 
son in the institution represented the 
largest concentration of the Equitable 
shares. 

Mr, Austin, the late president of 
the trust company, was formeétly 

resident of the Seaboard National 

ank and assumed the presidency of 
the Equitable upon the merger of 
the Seaboard with that institution 








last September. At the time of the 
merger it had been understood that, | 
although the Seaboard was to lose | 
its identity in the merger, Seaboatd | 
interests were to assume an impor- | 
tant place in the management of the | 
bank. The election yesterday of Mr. 
Aldrich offers somewhat of a rever- 
sal to that arrangement.

Drop in Production In Last Quarter 
of 1929 Held Not to Be 
Cause for Alarm. 





Replacement requirements for 
motor vehicles in 1930 will be 13 per 
cent ‘higher than in 1929, Alfred P. 
Sloan Jr., president of the General 
Motors Corporation, said in’a state- 
ment issued yesterday. He also said 
there was nothing surprising in the 
fact that the first part of 1929 was 
a record-breaking production period, 
nor was there anything alarming in 
the fact that production fell off be- 
yond the normal seasonal decline in 
the last quarter of the year. 

In regard to the reason for the 
heavy production in the early part of 
the year, Mr. Sloan said: 

“Our studies of the situation a 

ear ago, as stated to the press at 
that me, clearly indicated that 
sales in both 1927 and 1928 had been 
limited by the under-production in 
the low-price class during those 
years. Thus the industry entered the 
year 1929 with a deferred demand in 
the low-price class and this business, 
which might normally have been en- 
joyed in. the previous years, served 
to swell the 1 volume. 


New Influence Retarding Output. 


“As to whether the shortage’ has, 
even now, been entirely compensated 
for, I cannot say, because the slowing 
down in production during the past 
few months has been due, in no 
small measure, to an influence quite 
apart from the trend of retail es— 
namely, the growing tendency on the 
part of automobile manufacturers to 
revise their models and realign their 
production facilities along toward 
the close of the year instead of in 
the Fall or Summer. The fact that 
this has been especially true in 1929 
has not only caused a reduced pro-

XLEIN URGES EXPORT STUDY 





Teits Trade to Give Serious Consid- 
eration to Possibilities of 
Expanding Business.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17. — Presi- 
dent Hoover today expressed to exec- 
utives of the leather tanning trade, 
meeting here, his appreciation of 
their efforts to help stabilize eco- 
nomic conditions in'a trying period. 
In a message to them he said: 

“Please express to the members of 
the Tanners’ Council gathered .in 
Washington my cordial greetings and 
my deep appreciation of their pa- 
triotic cooperation in the nation-wide 
task of assuring stability to the eco- 
nomic structure of the country in 
this hour of stress.’’ 

The meeting was called by Willis 
R, Fisher of Boston, chairman of the 
board of -the Tanners’ Council, to 
follow up the work of the national 
business survey conference held in 
Washington Dec. 5 under the au- 
spices of the Chamber of Commerce 


of the United States, The executives 
discussed measures to strengthen 
the American leather industry which 
was described as suffering at pres- 
ent from an unusual depression: 

Julius Klein, Assistant Secretary of 
the Department of Commerce, urged 
the leather industry to give serious 
study to possibilities of expanding 
exports as one means of improving 
conditions. He pointed to an actual 
decline in leathér exports in 1929 as 
compared with 1928, urged united ac- 
tion and’ proposed that there be set 
up an export association. 

Dr. Kiein emphasized the impor- 
tance of eliminating wastes and

that attention be given to eliminat- | 
ing the high factor of speculation.

Crowded conditions in the law/| 
schools throughout the State, and the | 
efforts of the Bar Association to 
raise the standards for prospective 
attorneys have greatly diminished 
chances for success in the legal pro- | 
fession, M. Maldwin Fertig, assistant | 
corporation counsel, asserted yester- | 
day at a meeting of the freshman | 
chapel inthe Great Hall of the Col- | 
lege of the City of New York. 

Mr. Fertig, who represented the | 
city in the telephone and other pub- | 
lie utility rate cases, urged the stu- 
dents to give serious consideration to 
the regulation of their choices of a 
life profession, admonishing them ‘‘to 
find out before it was too late just 
what the demands of the profession 
were, and whether, they suited the 
individual temperament.” 

He declared: 

“There are now some 10,000. stu- 
dents studying law, In point of num- 
bers the profession is unquestionably | 
overcrowded, and it must be serious- | 
ly consider ed if the time has not come 
to abandon the laissez faire policy of | 
admitting all those who seek to be | 
admitted. ‘The practice of a profes- | 
sion is effected with a public interest 
and many are now considering the | 
advisability of taking a realistic atti- 
tude toward the situation.”’

Depositors of Bankrupt Bank Call 
$25,000 Too Little for 300 Lots. 


Depositors of the bankrupt firm of 


Clarke Brothers, private bankers, 
meeting in the Federal Building last 
night, adopted a motion authorizing 
the depositors’ executive committee 
to investigate the pending sale of 
property at Flushing Terrace, Brook- 
lyn, owned by Philip Clarke, for 
$25,000, when the land was valued 
at $125,000. Charles Sonnenreich, 
attorney for the depositors, reported 
that Referee Lyttle had signed yes- 
terday the order for the sale over 
his objection. The Irving Trust Com- 
pany, receivers, submitted the order. 

The $25,000 was made by 
George Brown, real estate dealer. 
Mr. Sonnenreich said that the ref- 
eree pointed out that mortgages of 
$115,000 are about to be foreclosed 
on the property and that paving as- 
sessments are due. 

John Driscoll, accountant for the 
depositors, said checks showed that 
Clarke had paid $450,000 for Flush- 
ing Terrace. Of the original 585 
lots about 285 were sold before the 
bankruptcy, he said, at $400 a lot,
